After ray second hex examination, I was a lawyer in a law office in 
Grossenheim/ Saxony until 10 August 193 *•« Immediately thereafter I set- 
up private practice. in Redelberg. 

About 19^0, I received ray draft notice to report to the S..> command 
post to Dresden. It was possible, however, for me to continue my law 
practice. For this drafted work I received a stipend of 250 RM. 

In 19^3 I was transferred from Dresden to SD Headquarters, AME VI, 
Berlin. Here I worked in Referat VI-D-3 (Switzerland) and worked on 
general economic questions, especially currency exchange matters. I was 
permitted to "continue my law practice. For this I could use the veekends 
Fridays to Monday, traveling to Radeberg. In practice, however, my legal 
activity was limited to conducting current cases such as corporation 
representation. Otherwise, legal activity practically stopped because 
of the war regulations. 
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I should mention here that in Berlin I continued to get orijy 250 RM 
monthly "because m3 r law office continue 6. to exist and I had income from 
this activity, 

I married in October 194l . I lived with my family in Radeberg. Events 
of the war caused the SD office to move from Berlin to F uers t e nwalde ; and 
from there to Burg Lauenstein in Probctzella, From there it moved tc 



Rottach/Egemc Here in March or April 19^5 £ was given the order to ex~ 
filtrate with 2 other comrades to Bregens ,, end to await further orders at 
the Gestapo office there. A short while after this I moved from Bregenz 
to Feldkirch and reported to the Gestapo office there * That is to say 
we reported to the Mayor and waited for further orders. 

After a few days in Feldkirch I started for Gaimisch-Partenhirchen 
because of the breakthrough on the front . At the end of August , I left 
Garmisch-Part.enkirchen and reported to the police on 22 September 19^*5 in. 
Lendringsen^ where I was able to get a place to.’stey/tfith acquaintances* 

I have been misunderstood * Through an acquaintance i~~ cSiie to the area 

of Iserlohn. This acquaintance was the son of an acquaintance named 
SCHUSTER., who had an uncle living in LencLringsen, At first I lived at 
the hotel Schulte in Lendringseii^ where I got to know t m POHL family * 

They were living in the same hotel. Mrs, POHL was bore SCHULTE, At that 
time Mr* POHL was an independent construction contractor. I got a job 
with him as a construction worker. 

Over the years the firm grew and I took over the management of internal 
functioning and commercial matters 0 In this capacity., I am still active 



in the POHL firm. 
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I have lived with the POHL family since 19^8 or ^ 9 , when they built their 
own residence in the Friedhofstrasse. 



C ONCERNING- THE CHARGE 

In 1937 the chief of the savings bank in Ottendcrf-Orkilla approached me 
to become a confidential agent of the SD. After mature reflection, I 



consented and agreed to deliver reports on the state of the mind of the 
people, their attitudes toward the legal authorities, etc. I was required 
to sign a secrecy agreement for this man ’hose name was QUIIIMALZ . 

In the period which followed I gave oral reports to QUBLlilALZ, whenever 
he came to see me in Radeberg. About autumn 1938 QUELLMALZ introduced me to 
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Hans CLEMENS, \ I 

who at that time was chief of the SD Field Office in Dresden. I was informed 
that from now on my reports were to go to CLEMENS. At this first meeting, 
CLEMENS instructed me to recruit a large number of informants in businesses 
and offices. In the course of time, I carried out this assignment aid 
nominated various people to CLEMENS with wham CLEMENS later made contact. 

I carried out this activity for CLEMENS in addition to my regular wort as on 
attorney and indeed until I was drafted to the SD office in Dresden.

We Trent together to the various offices, where he registered wit... the 
police, the health insurance office and the appropriate returnee office. 
CLEMENS received a pension payment for illness. He bad to spend a consider 
time under treatment by a nerve specialist in Iserlohn. 

After some time, the POHL- fanily and I tried to keep CLEMENS busy with 
light tasks around the firm in order to take his mind off his troubles, 
since he was still sick and very depressed. 

In 1S50 (I can no longer recall whether the first or second half of 
the year) CLEMENS got a letter, as I recall, from his wife inviting him 
to visit her. I eeem to remember that his wife proposed to fetch him from 
the zone border. I ought to mention that this letter had been preceded 
by a correspondence that had lasted several, months.

In the early stages my mother end other relatives in Radeboirg wrote

After the currency reform,. Miss DITGEMACH quit the POHL firm, where she 
had been employed for years. Thereafter, I got my mail in core of the 
POEL family. This is the address which CLEMEHs's wife used. 

IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION: 

I am aware of a meeting in Vest Germany between CLEiMENS and his wife. 

' and have the following to say about it: 

One day CLEMENS learned from a letter or telegram that his wife was 
coming by rail to Wuppertal at a certain time. It was not possible for 
CLEMENS to reach Wuppertal by rail in time to meet his wife's train. Ke 
therefore drove to Wuppertal by taxi. He met her there and spent the night 
with her in Wuppertal. The next day CLEMENS came to visit me in Lendrin&son 
with his wife. I no longer remember how long his wife stayed in the 5?OHI- 
house with me. I, estimate 10 1:o 12 dcyu. Our conversation concerned news 
ff*dm home and other domestic matters. I can no longer state with accuracy 
whether this visit occurred before or after the meeting at the zone border. 
The circumstances inclined me to thinh that it .must have been afterwards . 

In answer to your question I state that Mrs. CLEMENS visited her husband 
at least 3 times in Lendringsen. I will have more to say about that latere. 

I can only soy the following about the meeting at the zone border: 
CLEMENS showed me a letter from his wife in which she suggested meet rag 
him at the zone border. He was indecisive, for he thought that this 
might be a trap. He based his anxiety on the conjecture that his arrest 
was wanted because of his SD history, or that someone wanted to bring him 
to justice.

V/hen he returned, CLEMENS told me the following about his trip: 

After the train journey to the zone border, he had crossed over clack, 
and after making his way by foot for several hundred meters across an open 
Held, had seen his wife waiting for him. A little distance away stood a 
car which apparently had brought his wife to the place. He and his -.rife 
had driven to Dresden in this car. As I recall, he told me that 2 men 
whom he did not know drove with them. In Dresden they took him to an 
office end there proposed that he should do intelligence work for the 
other side("fuer drueben" - possibly referring to the Soviets in the 
east) it was obvious to me that the reference was to en Eastern intelligence 
service but I could not tell whether the Russian Intelligence Service was 
meant. In later conversations, it became clear that the Russian service 
was meant, since he spoke of a "military shop " . I was not informed, that 
he had. been contracted for employment in writing by his intelligence service 
on this occasion. As I recall, he indicated that he was very undecided 
whether to accept the job. I no longer remember whether there was any 
discussion of the details or general nature of the proposed assignments. 
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I received no further details of his discussion rich members of the 
intelligence service or about his return to Lendringsen, CLEMSiTo had 



spent only a few days in Dresden. CLEMENS did not say whether my name 
had come up in the discussion. At this time, CLEMEK3 had no contact 
with a Western intelligence servj.ce ; or he would probably have told ire 



about it.

NATURE OF BUSINESS

and stated: 

The transcript of my first interrogation of 9 November 1961 has been 
read to me. Except for certain statements (for example, concerning Mrs. 
CLEMENS's visit to Wuppertal and Menden) my statements were accurate. In 
the course of further interrogation, I shall have more to say. Otherwise 
however, today's interrogation will be consistent vith my statements of 
9 November 1961. 

I have nothing to say further about my professional career. Among m; 
confiscated effects is a professional curriculum vitae which I hereby pla- 
in the file because the dates given in it are correct. 

FAMILY CIRCUMSTANCES: 

Two children were bora of my marriage in October 19^1 to Isolde 
HOKDLER (sic). Until my transfer to Berlin, I lived with my family in 
Radeberg near Dresden. During my service in Berlin, I returned every 
weekend to my home in order to continue my law practice. My wife is 
resident in Radeberg now. 

I have been separated from my wife since 19^-j?* The reason for this 
separation lies in the fact that for political reasons after 19^5 X could 
no longer go back to Russian-occupied territory, in addition, my wife 
could not leave her father alone in Dresden after he come back from F iJ 
camp in 19^6., 
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My mother-in-law had died in the meantime,, Also it, is s. fact that after 
lot;? ;-jy wife could no longer .make ends meet and hud to neglect the: chil&re 
end her housekeeping, with the result that official intervention wa6 
necessary. I reached the conclusion that it would no longer be possible 
to live together, especially since my -mother, who kept me informed, told 
me that my "rife and her father had taken to drink, My wife indeac. made 
no 'effort herself but put pressure on me (sic; possibly a negative left 
out here; logical meaning "nor insisted to me") to bring her to the west. 
Up to now, she has made no response to no* proposal, indeed ray urging, that 
we get a divorce if she wishes it. 

At the end of 1951 (I no longer roc, nil the exact date) .1 preposed- 
by a letter forwarded through my mother that my wife and I have a family 
meeting in West Berlin. I suggested that she come to Berlin vit?a the 
children. I flew’ from Duesseldorf or .Hannover to Berlin-Gatov and. set my 
wife, my two children, my father- in- lav end my mother in Berlin- Cfcarlottcn 
burg. We stayed at the Hotel Stadt Dresden on the Stuttgart er Plata. 

After about two days we parted and I took my son Wolfgang by air to 
Lendringsen. That was the first, end lest meeting with my wife , ( Suvut V-*/ 

My father died in 19^8 in Redeberg, and. in 1958 I officially brought 
my mother together with her sister Mrs . Rosa EOHLPELD, to Went Germany . 



They now live in Lendringsen near Menden, Kyl-Becker Strasse 32. I have 
two brothers. The oldest is Martin TIEBEL, electr.cal engineer, born 
23 March 1901 in Dresden, resides Radeberg, Polenitzer Strasse 5- 
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To my knowledge he was and still may he employed in a. Cover me nv. office 
in Dresden, -which has something to do with the water supply. He was 
formerly a member of the SA, I do not know 7 whether he Delongs to any 
political party or organization.

Radeberg as a full-fledged lawyer. 
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At the end of 1938 or beginning 1939 I was auxiliary observer for the 
Nazi party County Court in Dresden province. In 194-0 I became an applicant 
for SS membership. This was an automatic appointment, since at this time 
I already belonged to the SC Command Post- in Dresden, and had been drafted 
for emergency duty. In late l$4l or early 194-2 I was taken into the SS 
as a regular member with the rank of Oberscharfuehrer. 

tfy •work with the SD Command Post in Dresden, AMT III, consisted of 
scanning reports from about 28 so-called field offices and abstracting the 
significant- points concerning commerce, agriculture, administration, 




transportation and law. I then reported these in consolidated fashion 
to Hauptamrt III of the SD in Berlin. In addition, inquiries from this 
superior office to the field offices had to be relayed and appropriate 
reports sent back up. I should like to point out that I did this work in 
addition to ay law practice and received a monthly stipend of 250 EM. 

In 1943 my transfer to SD Hsuptsmt VI in Berlin occurred. There, 
as I indicated in my first interrogation, I worked on commercial matters, 
especially those having to do with currency exchange in foreign countries. 

I personally worked on the Swiss Area for which Referat VI B 3 "was responsible 
In connection with this activity, my supervisor intended that I would work. j 

in Switzerland in an intelligence capacity, but this plan did not work out.. j 

I worked in this office until the end of the war. 

Before the war I made one private trip to Italy in 1931 . I have jnade 
no other private or official trips abroad. My only war ribbons are the 
service ribbon and the ribbon for invasion of the Sudetengau. 
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About spring 19'!--*- I was assigned to attend a training course at the SR 
School which to my knowledge had just been established. This was in 
Schloss Baxnith between Berlin and Jueterbog. The course lasted from 
2 to 3 weeks and had about 150 men in it. The lectures were devoted 
about two- thirds to general ideology , the party program, structure of 
German diplomacy, etc,, and the rest to general intelligence subjects.

ACTIVITY AND LOCATION SINCE TIE WAR: 



I stated in my first interrogation that while irorking for SO 
Eanptamt VI, I was moved to Fuerstenwalde (after the first, large-scale 
bombing of Berlin) , thence to Burg Lsuenstein near Propstzelle and 
finally to Rottach-Egern, In April 19^5 in the course of the general 
break-up of the German forces, I was ordered to move with two comrades 
to Bregenz end to wait for further orders at the Gestapo office there * 

Up to this point, I had been assigned only to the duties and tasks 
indicated above and never had any part in actual combat. 

Under orders I moved from Bregenz to Feldkirch and reported to 
the Mayor where I expected to get further orders. The combat situation 
was such that no further orders reached me. On my own initiative, I moved, 
in the second half of .April 19^+5 from Feldkirch via Innsbruck to Garmisch-- 
P&rfcenkirchen. 
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I should like to explain that I had it in mind to tale care of one 
official matter at the headquarters in Innsbruck, namely to acquire 
discharge papers of a comrade who had no civilian clothes, hut only his 
uniform with him. I intended to return to Feldkirch. Tills was not. 
possible hocause the railroad, was no longer .functioning because of the 
collapse of the fronts . 

On 1 May 19^-5 I registered with the police in Garoisch and took 
residence with a family named FISCHER, from whom I begged shelter Just 
before the imposition of the curfew. I had no regular work but helped 
the FISCHER family cutting wood in the forest. 

Several weeks later in Garmisch I ran into the son of the leputy 
Kreisleiter of Dresden, SCHGaFER, whom I knew. The son, Hans SCEU3I2R 
told me that his uncle was living in Lendringaen/ Iseriohn . Ee asked me 
whether I should like to go there with him. I accepted the suggestion 
because I simply did not know where to go. After the Americans lifted 
the ben on travel., we hitchhiked to Lendringsen. On the way, which 
vent via Coburg, I took a side trip to Hof near the border. Here I 
was looldjqg for somebody who could tell me about the situation in the 
Soviet Zone and might give me a way of getting same news of my relatives. 

I met a young man in Hof who intended to go to his home town, Bautzen. 

I gave this young man a note for my mother. In it I told her I was still 
alive but could not yet tell her where I would be located. 

On 22 September 19^5, I registered with the police in Lendringsen and 
stayed for several days with the SCHUSTER family. Because of the shortage 
of space in the apartment , I could not 3tay longer and moved on the 2nd 
of October 19^5 to the Hotel Schulte, Blberbergstrasee 60. Here I became 

acquainted with the POHL f amily . 
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Mrs o POHL is the daughter of the deceased hotel- keeper Carl SCHULTE, In 
the course of time, a friendship developed between the POHL couple cud 
.myself. Mr. FOUL, who had taken over the construction enterprise from his 
father, begen to rebuild the business. I helped him and worked for almost 
two years as a construction laborer. As the business grew in the course 
of time, especially after the currency reform, A took over the domestic 
side, especially the sales side of the business. I continued this 
activity until ay current arrest, 

FOREIGN TRAVEL: 

In response to questioning I stated that I have performed the follow- 
ing foreign, travel: In August 1955 I made a vacation trip to Gwitserlcud 

and Austria together with my eon Wolfgang, .my mother, and CTJ3MMS, My 
mother hed come to visit me in Lendringsen from the Soviet zone. CLEMENS 
was living in Stuttgart. This trip of a week's duration was purely private 
in nature. On the return journey I had a traffic accident near Marburg 
in which my mother was severely injured. 

In April 1956 my son Wolfgang and I made an Eaofcer holiday trip to 
Holland, Belgium and France. This trip lasted about 5 days. This was 
also purely a vacation trip. Before this trip, I had made a bus excursion 
with the POHL couple over a weekend to Amsterdam. 

Aj>out the middle of October 1956 I went with the attorney Or, SCHULTE - 

HELLEN of Menden to Spain, to meet a Spanish friend in Valencia named 

* 

MONESINOS and explore the possibility of setting up a branch of the firm 
in Spain. I had met Mr, KOHTESIOf? (sic) in the summer of 1956 s.t the home 
of Dr. SCEIJITE-HTT.T SN, where he was visiting with Ms family. I should 
insert at this point that another construction firm in Menden was also 
interested in this plan. 
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Both firms had it in mind to go together ou the deal. Led by the Spaniard., 
we inspected small road construction offices end established contact with 
the ccHjoerci&l section of the German Embassy in Madrid in order to discuss 
the possibilities of getting set up. The result of this was unfavorable, 
since the Spanish law governing foreign commercial activity permitted no 
practical arrangement. We flew back from Spain after four days. Travel 
expenses were paid by the firm. 

In November 1957 I was in Spain a second time, traveling by car,

and mentioned that I intended to go to Spain Ggain. J. jokingly suggested 
that he should go along.

The trip lasted 
H or- 12 days, leading through France to Barcelona end on. to Valencia, 
where we met Mr. MOBTESIKOS (sic) again. ECLLEBMIJDT was particularly 
interested in the production of cement products. This trip also \ms 
completely private end commercial in nature.- 

At the end of the long vacation in the summer of 1959, I took another 
short vacation trip of about five days with my son and attended the Festival 
in Bayreuth. From there we went on to Pasoan, Salzburg; Munich and returned 
to Lendringsen. I made thi6 trip with my 6on in the fixm ' s car (W). 

Mr. TRAUPE is an old. school chum, ns I said, and has- lived since 19^5 
in the Federal Republic. I believe I got his address through my mother-.. 

VISITORS FROM TES SOVIET ZONE: 

Until her migration to West Germany, my mother visited me in Lendringsen 
about 3 times. As I recall, the first time was in 19^9 or 1950= 1 no longer 

recall the dates of the other trips. I also cannot give the dates of the 
visits of the following persons; 

Engineer Johannes LUDWIG / 

from Radeberg, who once paid me a short visit- 

in Lendr ing sen and stayed with the POHL family. 

LUDWIG vus formerly president of the association of private dairy owners 
and himself the owner of a diary. For many years, I represented him end 
his f irm as an attorney in Dresden,. After the confiscation of his business, 
as far ao 1 know, he got a pension and is no longer active in the business . 

On this trip to West Germany he also visited my sister-in-law, Mrs- von 
GRUEHWALD, among others, in some pla.ce on the Weser.

It must here Been in 1948 or 194-9; before the 28th of February 194-8 
according to the letter to HOUHEK, hut before CLEMENS ' return from PW 
camp 5m fall of 194-9; that I illegally crossed the zonal border near 
V/alkenried to visit a family named IIOULEK in EiGenach. Before this my 
youngest brother Siegfried had crossed the border black — correction, 
he went to Dresden on en interzonal pasG-to visit my mother. We had 
arranged beforehand to meet at the house of the EOUDEK family in Eisenach, 
and he was to bring me seme things from Dresden. I intended to came back 
to West Germany from Eisenach together with him to help him. carry the 
things. On his trips to Dresden my brother always stayed with the 
.HOLDER family in Eisenach. 

Mr. HOWTEK was formerly a client of mine who owned a saucage factory 
in Aussig. Be found a job in Eisenach end a place to live after the 
expulsion of Germans freon the Sudentenland. At that time, he was a cattle 
broker. At the present time EOUJEK owns a butcher, shop in Tut sing on the 
St-omberger See. I once- vieited him there in the company of CLEMENS, 
CLISdSES'o daughter and my son,. 
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At that time I went by rail to the border station Walkenried and walked 
unobserved with other border crosssrs to the other side. I got to Nord- 
hausen by foot end thence took a train to Eisenach . I think that my 
brother had announced my coming to the H0U1EK family on hie vay to 
Dresden. 

X stayed with the HOUDEK family about tiro days waiting for my brother 
Siegfried as we had agreed. Together we then crossed back into the Federal 
Republic illegally near Wartha. Wart ha was a well- known crossing point at 
which a large amount of black traffic occurred. 

The main reason for my visit to the EOUDEK family was- to ^6k Mr.. EOUHSIv 
for a personal recommendation to use in my denazification proceedings. I 
think that he gave me a written affidavit or later sent me one. I did not- 
again cross the zonal border illegally. 

MY RELATIONSHIP Wl3i& CEiSdENS: 

As I previously said for the record in my first interrogation, CLEMENS 
was introduced to me in 1937 by the chief of the savings bank Ottendorf/ 
Okrilla, who was also an SO man. His name was QDELLMALZ. CLEMENS at that 
time was chief of the SO field office in Dresden with the rank of 
SS-OBERSTUEMFUEHRER end was my supervisor. I have already reported my 
professional cooperation with CLEMENS. My official work with CLEMENS 
caused in the course of time a friendly relation to grow up. In 19^3 .> 

I believe, CLEMENS was transferred to the main office of the Si, 

Referat VI B 3. 
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My transfer to the SD mein office came shortly thereafter. There I again, 
met SIEMENS. he shaved a hotel room in the Hotel Roi^s on. the Knrfuersten 
daman Correction — we each had a single room in. this hotel. 

I can no longer say what kind of tasks CLEMENS performed in Referat V 
VI B 3= A little time later he was transferred to Rome, and we correspond 
occasionally. I heard later that CLEMENS had tried to get me transferred 
there , along with other colleagues , hut my supervisor would not release me 

As I recorded in my first- interrogation, I gcrb the first message from 
CLEMENS about autumn 19^7. He wrote me from PW camp saying that he was 
under indictment- for shooting hostages and was confined in an Italian 
prison. I still think it most likely that CLEMENS got my address from 
my mother via his wife . He wrote frequently during the period after this . 
In one of my letters I proposed to CLEMENS that he should, come to visit me 
in Lendringsen when he was released. In the fall of 19^9* OILMENS wrote 
me that he was to he released. I picked Mm up one morning at six 
o'clock at the railroad station in Menden. Ee came with me to the POHL 
apartment. CLEMENS registered with the police in Lendringsen at this 



time. 



MY RELATION WITH J3EINZ PELEE: 





As I 1 'ecall I got to know FELEE thro:igh CIEMENS in Dresden, though 
only casually. I do not knew exactly which year, 

before 19 ^ 3 - 






but it must have been 
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Later in Berlin I saw 1N3LFE in the S'; main office., Referat \ r ! B 3 . where 
he worked as a staff- level SS-Untereturmfuehrer . A certain friendship 
bound ue together from this point onward. I seem to recall that FELFE 
came to the 3D from the Criminal Police. 

I no longer know in which year FELFE was transferred from 'the S'; Main 
Office to Holland, nor what his job there may have been. Vie did not corre- 
spond, as I recall. 

One day shortly after the currency reform in 19^9 PELFS unexpectedly 

turned up at my place in Lendringsen. I do not know where he got my 

eddreaG . At that time I was still living in the Hotel Schulte, 

he 

FELFE was living in Rhoendorf, and as he told me/wae doing intelligence 
work for the British. In our reminiscences, we talked about CLEMENS who was 
still in FW camp. 

As .1 remember, in answer to your . question, FELFE was working at this 
time in a refugee camp in Uelzen, where he screened refugees. In the period 
following this I had a very infrequent correspondence with FELFE. All 
together he visited me four or five times in Lendringsen, the last time 
with CLEMENS in the spring of 1961 . I visited FELFS about three times in 
Rhoendorf. The first time was at a. New Year celebration in 47/1-8. 

At this point I have to correct the record in that my first meeting 
with FELFE after the war was not after the currency reform, but must have 
been in 1947 . 1 recall this New Year celebration very clearly because we 

drank no alcohol, but only Whortleberry juice and tea. There was n.o alcohol 
to be had. This party took place in the home of one of FIilFE ! s neighbors.

and stated: 

In amplification of my interrogation yesterday, I wish to state 
as follows: 

Following are the circumstances surrounding the sum of 200 given 
to BERGMANN. Accor ding to information from my mother, there were necessary 
repairs to be made on the real estate inherited from my father in Radeberg 
I asked BERGMANN, who had taken over his father's construction business, 
to assist my mother in getting the work done. The money was intended for 
this. 

The interzonal passes, and later the travel permits, for my mother's 
trips to West Germany were always acquired at the official East Zone 
offices on the occasion of my brother's visits in Duesseldorf. If my mother 
had used my name as reason for her visit, she would probably have not 
received permission for the trips. As for the visits of my Aunt Rosa 
HOHLFELD, matters were arranged in the same way. She gave the names of 
relatives in Wattenscheid as destinations and then visited my brother 
and myself. 
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After his release from PH camp, CLEMENS found shelter at the POHL houee 
in Lendringsen, where he used ray room. I helped him Tilth the necessary 
official formalities (moving in, registering vrlth the police, registering 
with the health insurance office in Menden and Hemer, etc.)* He was quite 
run down physically and intended to recuperate before doing anything else. 
Be spent his time doing small jobs in the house and yard. At the beginning 
he was quite helpless and indecisive about his future, and all of us in 
the house tailed kindly with him and advised him not to take this temporary 
situation in his life so hard. I repeatedly noticed that when he did not 
realize he was being watched, he wept to himself. 

As time went on, his state of mind improved, and during this period 

he made the acquaintance of a certain Mrs. 

Grete HOFFMANN 
resident in Lendringsen 
Biberbergstrasse 4-2, 

with whom he had a close understanding and whom he often met in her 
apartment. 

CLEMENS informed himself through me about the fate of his relatives 
in Dresden and their whereabouts. I told him what I lmevr for sure, and 
mentioned in this connection that Heinz FELF5, whom we both knew, had been 
to see me once and was living in Hhoendorf. 

In answer to your question: I notified PELFS of CLEMENS’S arrival by 

mail. 

I do not know whether CLEMERS first reported his future residence to 
his wife from Rome or from Lendringsen. 
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It is a fact hoover that CLEMENS got letters from his wife through my 
accommodation address (UNGEMACH or POHL) . J. do not know how many letters 
there were. One of these letters from Mrs. OILMENS announced her impending 
visit to West Germany to her husband.. I discussed the contents of this 
letter with CLEMENS and we concluded that hie wife was being sent. I 
presume that there were indications of this in the letter. 

QUESTION: Who was to be the supervisor (Auitraggeber) in the situation 

of which you use the word "sent". 

ANSWER: I can only say now that we thought we detected hints in the 

letter and thereby concluded that the occupation power was Involved. 

QUESTION: Will you name the particular occupation power? 

ANSWER: It could only have been the Russians. 

This incident preoccupied CLEMENS. He could not decide how he should 
answer, I 'believe that I advised him to have his wife come so that he 
would then have more information on which to base his decisions. Presumably 
it was along this line that CLEMENS answered the letter. 

Mrs. CLEMENS announced her arrival in Wuppertal by a telegram, on a 
date which I cannot remember ; I do not know in which month of 19^9 or 
1950. And it is also possible that it was a letter rather than a telegram, 
on the other hand it probably was a telegram, since everything happened so 
fast. It was not possible to make proper rail connections before her 
train arrived in Wuppertal, and CLEMENS had to take a taxi in order to 
get to the railroad station on time. 
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NOTE: The interrogation was interrupted from 1215 to 1315 for lunch. 

CLEMENS spent the night with his wife in a hotel in Wuppertal, or 
ao he told me. In answer to your question, I state that I do not know 
the reason for Mrs. CLEMENS's coming to Wuppertal. I cannot say that the 
CLEMENS couple did not meet in Cologne and spend the night with friends. 

The next day CLEMENS met me in Lendringsen with his wife. Mr6. CLEMENS 
stayed 10 or 12 days at the POHL house. I talked with her a great deal 
about conditions in Dresden and about my friends and relations there. 

QUESTION: Did you say anything to Mrs. CLEMENS of your suspicion 

that she had been sent? 

ANSWER: I can't remember, but I believe not. 

After Mrs. CLEMENS's departure I talked about our conjectures with 
CLEMENS that she had been sent and was on a mission. I no longer recall 
the details of this discussion. In any event, the content of the discussion 
was that Mrs. CLEMENS had been sent to persuade her husband to work for 
the Russians and to cams to Dresden. It was obvious to me that CLEMENS 
was being put under pressure to do intelligence work. I reported my 
misgivings and warned CLEMENS against taking this step, for I thought 
it possible that they were setting a trap for him. 
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CLEMENS did not disregard my misgivings and gave a lot of thought to the 
question whether he should go to Dresden- Finally he went* 

It may have been in 1950, although I cannot say precisely, that 

CLEMENS vent by rail to the zonal border to Walkenriedc I had brought 

him to the railroad station at Froendenberg, with little expectation 

that I -would ever see him again, I do not know whether CLE3-1E!3JS had 

reported the time and place of his arrival to his wife or whether he had 

made these arrangements when he had seen her in Wuppertal* It may be that 
\ 

Mrs. CLEMENS wrote him the precise meeting instructions. 

A few days later CLEMENS turned up again in Lendringsen. He gave . 
me the following account of his journey and his visit in Dresden. After 
arriving in Walkenried, he had crossed the border and had met his wife., 
who was waiting. They walked to a car that was parked nearby and met 
two men. It is possible that he said these were Russians. He was 
brought in the car to Dresden and was then brought to an office by the 
men. Here the question of his cooperation was negotiated with him. He 
had no choice but to accept the offer, and he did understand that this 
meant intelligence activity for the Russians. I have no information about 
his written contract . CLEMENS did not tell me anything about- any missions 
he was given or the nature of his cooperation. He said that he vculd have 
to go back once more and intended to 6ee what developed. 
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In answer to your question I state that alter his release from l?Yi camp., 
CLEMENS harbored an immense hatred for the Americans* According to his 
anecdotes, he must have been handled very roughly in the PW cenp. VJhenever- 
he saw a Britisher on the street from the troops stationed in our area, he 
remarked that the British were the seme kind of rascals as the Americans. 

I am e imply not in a position to judge whether his hat red -was the motive 
for Ms recruitment or whether some kind of coersion was placed, on him 
by the Russians in relation to Ms wife. 

I was not able to tell from his account whether CLEMENS had reported 
my name or the names of other friends to the Russians. I have the impression 
that the Russians had merely intended to get a conversation going with 
CLEMENS in order to establish his attitude toward intelligence work. I 
believe that at this time they had not yet given any precise task to 
CLEMENS. He would certainly have discussed tMs with me. 

I cannot say whether CLEMENS had put Mm self in touch with FELFE 
before the trip to Dresden or whether FELFS knew anything about the recruit- 
ment attempt of the Russians. In any event, CLEMENS never mentioned this to 
me. 

As I have indicated at several points previously in my interrogation 
my brother Siegfried paid a number of visits to my mother in Radeberg, 

■■■ A 

especially at Christmas time. It is completely possible that he visited 
Mrs. CLEMENS there, but only if CLEMENS asked him to. I em personally 
almost totally convinced that my brother was never approached by Mrs, CLEMENS 
to undertake any intelligence tasks or mission in this connection. My 
brother would certainly have told me about it. 
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Some time after the trip to Are a den ; CLEMENS left Lendringeen and went to 
Bonn. He kept up his police registration in Lendri ngsen and stayed in Bonn 
at a Catholic shelter. He intended to look for work in Bonn "because , as he 
said, things were moving there. After about six or eight weeks ( I can't 
remember exactly) CLEMENS visited me in Lendringsen. I got the impression 
that things were not going well as far as business was concerned.. I no 
longer remember whether at this time he already had a job. In the period 
following this I helped CLEMENS out sporadically with sm a ll loans which I 
sent him by mail in brief letters. He was always h ig hl y pleased by these 
little gifts and always thanked me sincerely. He never mentioned the business 
with the Russians in hie letters and I bad the impression that this matter wss 
over and done with. During one of his later visits he told me that he had 
run into a number of old pals in Bonn whom I didn't know. I do not know 
whether CLEMENS had made contact with FELFE , who was still living in 
Rhoendorf, "but I presume that he did. As I recall, letters arrived at 
Lendringeen for CLEMENS for some time after he moved, and I forwarded these 
to him in Bonn. The letters then stopped snd I presumed that CLEMENS had 
given his wife a new address. 

CLEMENS moved from Bonn to Duesseldorf, Sonnenstrosse . Daring one 
visit he told me that he had had to move to jXiesseldorf, and I understood 
from this that he again had a steady job. I presumed that this job was with 
the Gehlen organization. I do not remember the precise time. 
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QUESTION: How did you come to presume this? 

ANSWER: CIEMENS told me. But he gave me no further details. He used 

the example of the Bureau Schellenberg/Canaris (sic), saying that the Cehlen 
office would be 3et up the seme way. The name of Gehlen was totally new to 
me. I no longer remember in what year this occurred. I just remember now 
that CLEMENS came to visit me from Stuttgart in February 1952 on hie fiftieth 
birthday. The POHL family and I had Invited him. My son Wolfgang had 
decorated the roam with streamers for the occasion. I took it for granted 
that at this time he was doing the same job as in Duesseldorf. I have no 
recollection now that he had visited his wife again in Dresden. I believe 
that I recall correctly that at this time the letters from Mrs . CLEMENS had 
ceased to come through me.

From the prison in Bonn under escort appeared the accused 

Ertrin TIEBEL 

and stated: 

I should like to place the following in the record concerning my 
intelligence activity, which consisted solely of courier journeys , 

From his fiftieth birthday in February 1952, until autumn 1956, 
CLEMENS visited me in Lendringeen at widely separated intervals. Often 
there were months between visits. I bed the impression during these visit 
that CDSMENS had again put himself on a sound footing and that things were 
going well. From hi 6 conversations, I concluded that he continued to work 
for the Gehlen . Organization. lie made only a few casual references to his 
activity, but indicated that he often traveled to Munich or other places 
and woe on the road a great deal. His references were always general. I 
never asked CLEMENS for details, I was personally happy that he again 
had a profession and a future. I remember that he was still living in 
Stuttgart in August 1955 . I visited him in Stuttgart on my vacation trip 
to Switzerland with my don Wolfgang and my mother. By previous arrange- 
ment, he took part in the trip from Stuttgart on. 
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A b I recall^ we met on a Friday evening in Stuttgart and returned there 
on the following Sunday. From Stuttgart on the way bach; I made my way 
with my relatives to Meriden. Later, CLEMENS moved from Stuttgart to 
Cologne; Werderetraose 32 c/o KONZ. He lived there as a sub-tenant. 

The move was made necessary; as he told me, by his transfer to Cologne. 

I believe that I recall correctly when I say that CLEMENS visited 
me in the simmer of 1956 in Len&ringsen and told me the following: 

He told me that he intended to get something going with the Russians. 
I understood this statement to mean that he intended to set up a 
double play against the Russian on behalf of the Gehlen Office; of which 
in ay eyes he was a member. I was to undertake courier tripe to Berlin 
as part of the play. It was obvious to me that I was to carry something, 
and it was clear to me that I was to deliver material to the Russians. 
Nothing further was said about details. CLEMENS did not wish to brief me 
in full until the matter had developed to a point where I could learn 
everything. I remember that CLEMENS said at this time that he knew that 
I had little time because of my business activity; and could only travel 
when nothing else was going on. I did in fact decline to make a number of 
trips, os I must make clear her©; because I did not have time available. 

In this connection C LEMEN S said that "Heinz is also involved. " (Heinz 
meant FELFE) , I should mention in passing that I had learned, that FELFE 
had also gotten a job with 'the Gehlen Office in the meantime.

Naturally, I thought this over for a while , hut finally indicated my 
wi lling ness. If you ask me what my reasons were, I must state that I did 
what I did out of comradeship end had no doubt of CLEMENS's basic integrity. 

In response to your question, I state that on the occasion of this 
conversation there vas no discussion of the extent to which CLEMENS's 
contact with the Russians in 1950 in Dresden had been developed. I thought 
privately that the previous contact probably had seme connection with the 
double play that was now beginning. When he left me, CLEMENS said that at 
the appropriate time I would get a signal and. would get exact instructions « 

NOTE: Interrogation was interrupted from 1215 to 1315 for lunch. 

QUESTION: Did you do any intelligence work for CLEMENS before this 

time: i.e., before CLEMENS's recruitment of you? 

ANSWER: No. 

QUESTION: During a preliminary questioning, you stated that you had 

collected information about people for CLEMENS and had given him the results. 
When was this and what information vas involved? 

ANSWER: That was about two to four years ago. CLEMENS asked me once 

or perhaps twice for information about various persons in Menden and 
Lendringsen. That is, he asked me whether I knew the persons in question. 
Since they were unknown to me, I advised him to make inquiries with the 
police. I never received any other collection tasks from CLEMENS. 
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About a week before my first courier trip, CLEMENS came to Lendriugsen 
end briefed me on my first courier trip then imminent. He told ms every- 
thing had been laid on. He specified a particular dey on which I vae to 
go to Berlin by rail. At the border station of Mariehborn, two man would 
be waiting in the train end I vac to use the interzonal night train. Ee 
3h0ired me a small brownish-yellow suitcase which he had. brought with him 
I was to carry this suitcase and would be recognized by it. I world be 
addressed as "Erich" and ires then to ask about "Alfred”. These were the 
recognition signals, end I would get further instructions later. Ee also 
told me that the suitcase had. a secret compartment in the bottom. In the 
suitcase were several pieces of laundry, as I recall, a shirt end hand- 
kerchiefs which presumably' belonged to CTJSMENS. I paid no attention to 
the secret compartment and, therefore, cannot say whether there was anything 
in it or what it was, I put. the suitcase that CLEMENS had brought on. the 
top of my wardrobe (Sehrank) where my own suitcase was. Since I had had 
the intention for a long time of meeting my brother Martin in Berlin in 
order to have a visit with him, I quickly wrote to my brother and on the 
day in question I would be in Berlin. I asked him to come to Berlin if 
possible. As a rendezvous, I suggested noon in front of or- inside, the 
Cafe Krsnzler on the Kurfuersten&emm . Naturally, I used double talk in 
suggesting our meeting because I didn't wish to cause him any danger. I 
knew how difficult it already :-ras at that time to get from Dresden to 
Berlin. 
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I selected noon because to my knowledge the train from Dresden got to 
Berlin in the morning. I had to make allowances for delays. The reason 
for the meeting was not exclusively that we wished to see each other again, 
since there were certain family problems to discuss, especially the dis- 
position of the hereditary property, which was getting more and more 
difficult because some of the heirs. (Ify brother Siegfried end my son 
Wolfgang lived in the West) . 

I told CLEMENS that as soon as the task was done, I had to come back. 
There was no specific time of return agreed on, however. 

FIRST COURIER TRIF: 

I traveled to Berlin on the appointed day via Unna/Hamm on the inter- 
zonal ni g ht train, which leaves Hamm around midnight or a little later. I 
believe, or think that I remember, that I bought a return trip ticket, but 
I could be wrong about thi6. At the border station Marieribom, where the 
train stopped for a long time, I stood by the window. I had put the the 
suitcase on the seat. In the compartment, as I recall, there were two 
other passengers. 

In response to question; CLEMENS did not give me a personal description 
of ALFRED. 

I observed and heard two people coming along the corridor of the train. 
They were clearly looking for somebody. When both of them saw the suitcase 
on the seat end looked at me, they gave a start; then they went on. Soon 
after that they came back, stopped briefly in front of me and lit a 
cigarette. One of them said "Erich" to the other. The other one then 
looked at me, and I whispered "ALFRED". 
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There was nobody else in the corridor of the train. They talked then 
about the cold and the vet veather. 

I might insert here that this courier trip may have been in late autumn 
or early winter 1956. I was waring a heavy coat. I remember that it ms 
cold and wet, was raining some, end that the rain turned to snow as the 
train moved through the zone. As far as I could tell, the meadow and. 
fields were partially covered with light snow. One of the two men leaned 
toward the window just as I was doing and whispered that he would wait for 
me at 1800 at the subway station Warshauer Brueck® in Berlin. I told him 
immediately that I absolutely had to catch the evening train from the 
railroad station at the Zoo about 2000 hours for my return trip. The man 
then changed the meeting time to 1700, and I agreed. After this short 
conversation, the two men slowly left the compartment and went to the next 
car. Shortly thereafter the train moved ahead and did not make its next 
atop until Magdeburg. There I also looked out of the window at the people 
getting on and off . I was so worked up that I could not sleep on the train. 
I do hot know whether the two men stayed in Marienborn or got out at 
Magdeburg. But I think that I would have seen them if they had gotten 
cut on the platform at Magdeburg. It was very dark end f oggy , and I could, 
not see well. The suitcase stayed with me. 

I got off the train at the Zoo railroad station in Berlin and tidied 
up there and had a cup of coffee in the station. I passed the time until 
my projected meeting with brother wlndowshopping. 
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At the agreed time I vent to the Kranzler-Ecke and there met my brother 
Martin. He had come on the train which got to Berlin during the morning. 

He also ; had to leave on the seme day, in his ease, during the afternoon, 
to return to Dresden. We had our noon meal together nearby and talked 
about family matters as veil as those things which I have already mentioned. 
We parted shortly after 1500. 

I then vent by subway from the Uhlandstrasse Station to the Warschauer 
Bruecke. This station is in East Berlin. There one of the gentlemen was 
waiting for me, namely the one who had said "Alfred” earlier in Marienbom. 
He greeted me, took the suitcase, vent with me through the station lobby to 
the street. There was a car. He and I got in the car, -where the other man 
was waiting who had earlier been in Marienbom. The car was driven by a 
chauffeur. The car then drove through many streets, which as far as I could 
tell were all rubble, badly lighted, and during this trip almost nothing 
was said. They did ask me whether I had a good trip and other such trivial 
questions. Eventually, ve came into a better illuminated and mom populous 
street . Finally ve pulled up at a barbed wire barrier at which soldiers 
were standing in Russian uniform. After an exchange of words between 
chauffeur and sentries, the car drove on and stopped in front of a small 
house like a villa in a quiet street. 

In response to your question I state that the other man had not yet 
introduced himself. 

I got out with my two companions , I was led into a living room where 
an evening snack was laid out on a table. Here for the fir at time I was 
greeted with handshakes by both men and invited 'to share the meal. 
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In order to be polite, I n ill" led at the food, and the tiro men also ate 
something. Our conversation concerned objects on the table and other 
trivialities o They .asked me how things looked in the West and told me 
that we had a great deal of unemployment, that there would be strikes in 
West Germany and that everything would get increasingly more expensive, 

I corrected this, smilingly, and said that that was presumably what one 
read in the newspapers here in the zone but that it wasn't true* The 
conversation was in German* Both men spoke German, one in my judgment- 
very well and fluently, the other with some difficulty* The course of 
further conversation they asked me about my work, whether there was lcta 
of work in the business, etc, I gave very general answers because I had the 
impression that the men were extremely well informed about my activity and 
about the firm in which I worJaed 

On being questioned, • I state that the men who had not yet been named 
to me was the primary speaker and spoke the better German, He was the one. 
who first began to discuss my family situation. He an well as ALFRED (the 
other man) were evidently well informed about that* They' remarked in passing 
that my father-in-law had owned a newspaper publishing business, had been an 
officer in the war, had been chief of the county fire police, and a leading 
man in the KyffHeeuser hnjnd . I didn't add much to this conversation, since 
all of their information was correct. They mentioned then that my father- 
in-law was politically culpable but that nothing had been’ done to him. 

They also talked about my more intimate family circle, mentioning my wife 
and daughter* They;- did not mention my brothers* 
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The two men continued, saying that I vac known as a major Nazi and SS 
criminal, who should have been picked up. In spite of this nothing had 
been done to ray relatives. At this meal and during t hfB conversation which 
followed, I said very little and tried always to steer the conversation 
bade to general topics , I was on pins and needles , very worked up inside , 
and did not wish to discuss the paste The telephone rang several times in 
the room. Several times, the men made calls on this instrument.. As far 
as I could tell they spoke Russian, since I did not understand. The con- 
\ersation 'Iisstsd slDOut an hour. I then heard a car pull up in front. 

ALFRED left the room and came hack shortly thereafter with the suitcase . 
ALFRED said to me that I knew what to do end vac to give the suitcase to 
CTJ2MEN S ’ from whom I would hear again. The two men took/in the car back 
to the station et the Warschaner Brueeke, There the car stopped at the 
spot vhere I had gotten in. ALFRED vent to the station with me and I now 
remember that in the car I had had to beg small change in East German 
currency to use on the subway back to the Zoo Station. 

In the same evening, I took the evening train to Ham m from the Zoo 
Station, and got back home in the morning, I had checked my briefcase at 
the Zoo Station before the meeting; it contained ray personal belongings 
(laundry, wallet with identity documents, a pack of about 120 DM in cash) • 

When I got hack home, I put the suitcase that I had received from . 
CLEMENS on the wardrobe. If I remember correctly CLEMENS called me the 
same evening and asked whether everything had gone off veil. 
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I assured him that it had. Ee picked up the suitcase from me on the next 

day or the day after that, hut did not stay very long with me. I sketched 

and 

out ny trip for him and the meeting with the Russians/ got from CLEMENS 
150 DM for expenses. The Russians gave me no money. • CLEMENS had instructor", 
me to travel first class, and this I did. On the return trip,! got a 
sleeper reservation. 

QUESTION: Did you get instructions from CLEMENS to use o particular cal 

or . a particular section on the trip to Berlin in order to make it easier 
for the Russians to recognize you? Did you at any time before this give 
CLEMENS a picture of yourself or were any other recognition signals arranged 
beforehand such as objects carried in the hand? 

ANSWER: Selection of the portion of the train was not arranged teforelw.. 

but was at my discretion'. On the second point of your question, I have to 
Gey that I do not remember giving CLEMENS a picture. It was completely 
possible, however, for him without my knowledge to take a picture of me 
from among the many that lay in my wardrobe. He had access to my wardrobe 
since he was living with me, I also think that CIEMBNS probably bed picture" 
of me in his own possession. 

I. no longer remember what motive J. gave my brother Martin for my trip 
to Berlin. It may be that I gave some commercial pretest but the primary 
impression that I left with him was that I wished to discuss the hereditary 
preperby. 
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In response to your question I give the following personal descriptions:

and stated in continuation of j'esterday's interrogation: 

I was controlled by Sent Lone border police in Marienborn on the rail 
journey to Berlin . I had to show my Ausweis. As I recall my baggage was 
not searched. This control took place in the train before my meeting with 
ALFRED, 

The villa- like house previously mentioned to which ALFRED and his 
companion took me was in the restricted section of the Russian headquarters 
in Berlin- Korlshorst, or so I assumed, I did not have to show an Ausweis, 

During the conversation, which was dominated by the Russians , I wa6 
not informed that "ERICH" was to be my cover name nor that I must maintain 
secrecy about my courier trips. At this time I was not required to sign 
either a secrecy egreement or a recruitment contract. It was self-evident 
that I was not to discuss this matter with other persons. 

SECOND COURIER JOURNEY 

It nay have been in the spring of 1957 that I was again asked by 
CLEMENS to underbake a courier .journey to Be rlin . He was aware that I 
could only travel when I had time available and was therefore in agreement 
with the date that I specified. 
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On the occasion of one of the visits that CLEMENS paid me in LendxrLngoen (he 
visited me now and then in the company of Mrs . KQNZ) , I proposed to him that 
by my preference I should make the next trip by auto. I would be more con- 
venient for me to travel by car, because I could then spend the night in Berlin 
Meanwhile, I had informed myself about the circumstances of crossing the zonal 
border and determined that there were no particular difficulties to be 
expected. CLEMENS concurred with my proposal. It is very probable that 
CLEMENS told me he must check with the Russians whether this mode of travel 
was acceptable. CLEMENS himself foresaw no difficulties. We did not discuss 
CLEMENS 'c cooperation with the Russians, since this kind of subject was never 
discussed with me in any detail. 

Weeks passed after this conversation, as I have already said, before 
CLEMENS’s phone call asking whether I could again make a courier trip. After 
my assent, CLEMENS again turned up one day with the "secret suitcase" (HP - 
Koffer ) and said that I could go by car. I was not to vary since I would be 
met in Marienbom. He may have told me that ALFRED would meet me. 

The meeting place he specified was the parking lot at 

Kilometer Stone 107 

On the Autobahn at Helmstedt/Berlin 

I was given no further instructions. 

On this occasion CIEMENS also briefed me on the secret compartment in the 
suitcase. The suitcase had a double bottom. To open it, you unscrewed the 
four fasteners (Gleitschoner) which are on a normal, suitcase. The inner 
lining of the bottom thus removed revealed the secret compartment. CLEMENS 
showed me the mechanism, I believe that I recall noticing small rolls of 
film in the secret compartment during this demonstration.

CLEMENS gave me no other briefing on intelligence material, and I did not ask 
him about it. I should mention that the arrival time in Marienbom was set fc 
lltOO. 

One morning in the spring of 1957 I went with the firm's automobile (VW), 
which was always available for my personal use, to the zonal border control 
point at Hehnatedt . The control on the West German side by border police and 
customs officials was without complication, as was the control on the Eastern 
side. I gave West Ber lin as my destination. At the East Zone control point- X 
had to show my personal identity card, the documents for the car, and the West 
Marks that I was carrying. There was a long queue of travelers headed for 
Berlin. After my papers had been examined, and those of the car, I was 
pemitted to continue towards Berlin. My personal II) card was in my true name. 

When I arrived I saw the Russians waiting for me at a little distance from 
the East Zone control point. I recognized ALFRED and his companion. After 
paying the Autobahn toll and getting my travel permit, I drove on. The 
Russians followed me at a certain distance. They were using a Volkswagen, as 
I recall green-gray in color. They passed me and waited at a turn-out near 
the kilometer stone 107 which had been designated. There they both acted as 
if they had something to fix on the car. There is no restaurant at this turn- 
out and it had no other cars on it. After the two Prussians had looked around 
to see whether anyone was watching, they came up to me and shook my hand. 
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In the short conversation vhich followed, ALFRED asked about my health, whethe 
I had had a good trip, •what the fat man (CLEMENS) was doing and ■whether I had 
heard anything about FELFE. I answered these questions with the infoimation 
I possessed. In response to your question, I state that CL EMENS was designatei 
again by his alleged cover name.

not HAMNIi Usually, however, the two Russiens called him the fat man. In the 
course of the conversation, ALFRED or his companion mentioned that "GERDA" 
(CLEMENS's wife) and "BRDHI" (CLEMENS' e daughter) were all right. The daughter 
had been sick again or still va3 sick. They volunteered this >d.thout my asking 

The two men did not mention my relatives. While the conversation was 
going on, erne of them fetohed the suitcase which had been lying on the back sea* 
of my car beside my briefcase. The whole sojourn at the turn-out lasted the 
length of one cigarette, about five or ten minutes. A specific time was then 
set up for meeting the next day et the zonal control point at Dreilindsn near 
Berlin. I believe that it was set up for 0900 or 0930 , the time at which I 
would cross the border. 

I then proceeded towards Berlin. The two Russians followed at a distance. 
After some time they passed me .and watched or possibly supervised my crossing 
of the border at Ureilinden shortly before Berlin. At this point also they 
&ood some distance away from the auto control point. 

I should like to insert here that the suitcase was to be picked up again 
on the return Journey. For this, however, no particular meeting place was 
arranged. 

Without any difficulty I made it to West Eerlin and took a room about 1700 



in the Hotel Tusculum on the Kurfuerstendamm. 
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In the evening I made a short round of the town and vent to bed early. I 
met neither acquaintances nor relatives in Berlin. 

The next day at the appointed tine I went through the controls on the 
West and East sides of the zonal border control point at Dreilinden in exactly 
the some way as all other travelers. After I had passed the barrier I saw 
AL5HED and his companion in their Volkswagen on a side street. Without 
giving any sign I went on towards Helmstedt and noticed that the two men 
were folJLowing me. They overtook me, and I drove behind them. Several 
kilometers after the junction of the Autobahn with the Nuernberg spur, the 
two men stopped at a parking place. I followed them and also stopped. After 
short greetings and conversation (three to five minutes) during which the 
suitcase was put in my car, I drove on my way. They told me to give greetings 
to CLEMENS and also to FELFE if I should see him. They asked me how I had 
slept end other trivial questions. I was at a loss how to talk to them. 

The two Russians once again passed me on the road and again waited near 
the zonal border at Marienborn, which I again crossed without difficulty. 31 

f 

was back home about 2000. Since CLEMENS knew of my intended arrival, he 
called me by phone on the same evening. Ee asked about the courier trip, 
and I gave him a precise report. Ee promised to come by within the next few 
days to get the suitcase. About three or four days later he did come by. 
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I ones again recounted my trip and passed on ALFRED'S greetings as well as 
the news that I had heard about his family. He took note of this. During 
this conversation, he again said nothing further about the cooperation with 
the Russians. 

In answer to your question as to how I intended to behave if the official 
of the West or East Zonal Police had discovered the secret compartment in the 
suitcase, I answer that I had given this no special thought. It was on my 
mind only to drive carefully so that nothing would happen. I had not thought 
up any oral explanation. I did not expect sny problems on the East Zone side, 
since I was protected. I told my son Wolfgang and the POHL family that I was 
going to Frankfurt or Duesseldorf to visit a friend or my brother. 

I should like to amend my answer to the previous question. I had indeed 
given some thought to the eventuality that I might be caught. But I never 
came to any conclusions because I simply could not think what I would sny. 

FURfhER MEETlIMGS AT KDKMj.U'ERSGCQHE 107 

In spite of what you have just said I can no longer remember when or how 
often during the following period I met ALFRED and his companion at h ilometer- 
stone 107. I do not think that there were ten meetings, but probably fewer. 

I estimate six or seven all together. There was always a considerable span 
of time between meetings, sometimes months. I do know with certainty that th-' 
last meeting at kilometer stone 107 occurred before Easter i960. 
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busin< 

I know this with such precision because I was in Berlin on. totally personal/ 
with my son in the week before Easter I960, traveling in the Volkswagen and 
spending the night again at the Hotel Tusculum. My son had his Easter vacatic 
at thiE time. We stayed two and a-half days. On this trip we visited my 
nephov Winfried in West Berlin, but met no relatives from the East- Zone. On 
this trip I visited the East Sector of Berlin only on a rubberneck trip. 

As I recall between 1956 and Easter i960 I made two courier trips yearly 
I should like you to take note that 

1. There was only one courier trip by rail, as I have said, 
and all others were made with the firm's Volkswagen. 

2. After the second trip later meetings at kilometer stone 
107 occurred in the sane pattern as the second trip, except for 
minor changes in the arrival and departure times at the various 
control points. 

3. ALFRED was present at all meetings, and also his companion 
except for one case when another man appeared whom I also took to be 
a Russian. I cannot give a personal description of this man since I 
saw him only fleet ingly. 

With one exception, the Russians always came in a green- grey 
Volkswagen Model about 1956. ALFRED once turned up in a dark colored 
Mercedes of an old model. 
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5 . The delivery of the suitcase always occurred at 
Kilometer stone 107 with the euception of the first trip, and 
the return of the suitcase always occurred at various parking 
places on tho Autobahn without specific prear rangement , as X 
described for the second trip. 

6 . I always spent the night in hotels in West Berlin, the 
Xusculum, the Astoria, the Hotel am Zoo - ) . I never spent the 
night at the Russian headquarters in Karlahorst or anywhere else 
in East Berlin. I always registered with my own name in the West 
Berlin hotels. On two occasions I reserved ray room at the 
Tusculum by telegram. 

7 . On one occasion CLEMENS drove to a meeting with me. 

Before this trip, CLEMENS had told me that he would take part in the next 
- courier trip. We drove together along the usual route, crossed, the zonal 
border control point at the specified time, and went from there to kilometer 
stone 107. On this trip CLEMENS used the name 
KRAMER. 

He had a West German personal identity card in this name. In this connection/ 

Wkjotfa-, C«l(tA^vl% ■ 

he told me that the other colleagues also had two ID cards . We met ALFRED 
and his companion at the parking place by the kilometer stone 107<. After 
short greetings, we continued towards Berlin. CLEMENS switched from my car 
to that of the Russians. 





CLEMENS had taken the suitcase with him. A shore distance before Berlin 
(SIEMENS got into my car again, and -we went to West Berlin together. While 
I stayed at the Hotel Tueculum, CLEMENS went to East Berlin end spent the 
night there, or so he told ms. The following day he came to ay hotel and 
told me he had been with the Russians on the previous night and got very 
little sleep. He told me nothing of his conversations with the Russians. 

We drove back to Helmstedt together, meeting the Russians (ALFRED and hie 
companion) at the appointed time along the way. The return of the suitcase 
occurred at a parking place. After a short trivial conversation, we 
started back. 

8 . On another occasion IELFE took part in a meeting end. s. 

trip to Berlin. 

CLEMEHS announced FELFE's participation in the trip to me beforehand. 

The trip occurred exactly as had the one with CLEMENS. As I recall, I met 
FELEE somewhere and picked him up. I no longer remember whether JSLEE's 
trip happened before the one with CLEMENS or whether we took the suitcase 
with ue on that occasion. I am inclined to believe that there was no suitcase 
on this trip. On this occasion we also met ALFRED and hie companion at the 
parking place at Kilometer atone 107 . After a pause for a cigarette, the 
Russians took ISSUE in their car and we drove to a point just this side of 
Berlin. Here FSLFE switched back to my ear. As in CLEMSNS'e case, EELFE 
also spent the night with the Russians, or so he said, and came to me at the 
Hotel Tusculnm the following morning very tired. HELPS also gave me no 
informat ian about hie meeting with the Russians. And I did not ask him what 
kind of conversations he had had with the Russians. 
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In answer to yirar question, I state that about the time of the firsrb courier 
trip, CLEMENS told me that FELFE also had a contact with the Russians. I 
cannot say un</^r what circumstances this contact was established or whether 
CLEMENS was r'jivolved in the play. I never heard anything about this from 
FELFE either. I assume from various remarks of CLEMENS that FELFE and 
CLEMEITS yore working together. I had the impression that FELFE was subordine 
to CLEMENS. I have been misunderstood. I must correct the record. I was of 
jr'ifi opinion that CLEMENS was subordinate to FEWE, 

I request that the interrogation be broken off for today since I feel 
in poor health.

of whom I knew that be belonged to the KPD and to various local boards. He 



was also the representative of the KPD newspaper Die Freiheit and once lent 
me two volumes of a book called Lenin which I was to study. I later returned 
these books to him unread. At that time as I recall he did not directly 
solicit me to join the KPD but there was a certain importunate quality in 
his mode of address. He frequently came to the restaurant and liked to drink 
At one of these accidental encounters he once said to me, being tipsy at the 
time, "Everybody knows all about me (TN: meaning TIEBEL) and this will come 
up again". He then pointed to a comer of the barroom and added, "It could 
happen that my head could be chopped off there in the comer". My earlier 
membership to the NSDAB had never been discussed with SCHMITZ. 
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I naturally -worried about this remark and wondered bow this man could know 
details of my past history. I ceme to the conclusion that he probably had 
some way of getting access to the official statements that I had made when 
I moved to Lendringsen. As I mentioned before, he sat on a local Board. As 
I recall he was also on a list of candidates for election. Later I came to 
attach no particular significance to this incident and lost track of the 



man. 

MEETINGS WITH PERSONS IN BERLIN 

1951 I met my family in West Berlin. This I have reported on 
page 10 of the interrogation. 

1953 I met my mother or my brother in Berlin. The family NISCHE, 
with whom I am acquainted, was supposed to come to this 
meeting. I reported on this on page 29- 

195^ My meeting with my brother Martin was arranged again. I 
informed my acquaintance Dipl. Ing. Heinz TRAUPE, 
resident in Freden/Leine of this. 

He intended to meet my brother Horst, who now lives in 
Radeberg, in Berlin and TRAUPE proposed traveling to 
Berlin together. In addition, CLEMENS joined us on 
this trip so that he could meet his wife in Berlin.

We flev together from Duesseldorf to Berlin. Correction, 
TRAUPE flew from Esnnover, and we had agreed to meet in 
Berlin at the Savoy hotel. We stayed about two days in 
Berlin. 



Before my departure I had written to my brother that I 
should li ke to see the LUDWIG family again. I reported 
on LUDWIG cm page 30 of my interrogation. It is also 
possible that I, myself, invited LUDWIG by mall to come to a re- 
union in Berlin. LUDWIG and my brother did in fact appear 
at the appointed time in Berlin. Whereas my brother went 
back to Dresden on the same day, I remained and spent the 
evening with the LUDWIG couple. They lived in the vicinity 
of the Friedrichstrasse railroad station. Our meeting was 
of a purely personal nature. TRAUPE 'a brother had not appeared. 
He was depressed by this. CLEMENS's wife also did not appear. 
But about this I am not absolutely certain. It is possible that 
the CLEMENS 'a met somewhere else and CLEMENS did not mention 
it to me. 

In the afternoon TRAUPE van asked by CLEMENS to drive to Potsdam 
to visit a war comrade of TRAUPE whose name I did not know. 
TRAUPE was to be back for the evening meal. He did not appear 
until about 2200 however. Meanwhile, the LUDWIG pair, CLEMENS 
and myself had dined at Kempinski's restaurant. TRAUPE 
explained his tardiness by saying that he had actually been back 
for a long time end had just left the opera. 
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Be had seen a production of Die Zauberfloete and therefore 

could not participate in the evening meal as arranged. 

/' 

I guessed from the conversation between CLEMENS and TRAUPE 
about TRAUPE'e trip that TRAUFE was to recruit his war 
comrade as an informant. This man apparently was unable to 
mate up his mind immediately about undertaking such activities. 
I got the impression that he was to collect information for 
CLEMENS on behalf of a western intelligence service. CLEMENS 
had also made such an approach to LUDWIG. LUDWIG commented 
that he didn't have access to much information beyond his 
specialty as an expert on the dairy industry in Dresden. 

I do not know whether LUDWIG and the war comrade ever became 
active. 

1952 I met my mother and my Aunt Rosa EOLFELD (sic) in Berlin. I 
had flown from Duesseldorf to Berlin . This visit was purely 
personal. 

1956 I met my brother Martin in Berlin on the first courier trip. 

I have already reported on this in detail. 

Before i 960 The courier trips to Berlin that I have reported took place. 

On these I met neither friends nor relations. 

i 960 I went with my son to Berlin by car to show him the city. 

On this occasion we visited my nephew Winfiled who was 
studying in West Berlin. We met no other persons on this 
occasion. 

From this time on I was never in Berlin again. It is entirely 
possible that the years I have given for my private trips to 
Berlin are not completely accurate.

It is also possible that the order in which I hare recorded 
these visits may actually have been different. Since my 
mother vas able to visit me relatively often in Lendringsen 
and moved to the Fed Rep in 1958, my personal trips to 
Berlin became unnecessary. 

I request that the interrogation be suspended for today, since I 
wish to ponder certain quest lore that have been put to me without distraction. 
I request that the neeessary time and peace be given me for this. I will mala 
this request in writing.

C. The allegations concerning his knowledge of CIFMESS's cooperation 
with the RIS are :Lnadequate in view of the close friendship 
that existed between the two men. 

TIEBEL sank his head in Me hands and thought for a long time. Then at 
1200 be requested suspension of the interrogation. When asked why he wished 
to make a written request, TIEBEL said, "Give me a little time and maybe you 
will be surprised." After eating lunch TIEBEL was brought back to the prison 
in Bonn.

However, this is not entirely true. I wish to tell the truth even at 
the risk of possible self- incrimination, which I n aw haw to face to relievo 
ayy conscience. 

I hereby wish to supplement, and correct my former declarations: 

1. VJhen CLEMEJIS returned from his trip to Dresden, which I have already 
repeatedly described, he told me that the Russians had talked about me and 
had made thorough inquiries about me. I can no longer recall whether CDilMHUI 
told, me this immediately upon his return or at same later date, nor can X 
repeat hie "fords verbatim.

Denazification procedures were still in progress, which meant 
that former SS-Msmbers and especially an SD-member were bound to be punished 
I thought of my job which consisted of re-establishing the firm POHL, which 
had been left in bad shape. I also thought of my brother Siegfried who was 
finally accepted for study in Bonn after much trouble and after a first 
refusal because of his former SJ -membership (he had been Oberschsrfuehrer ) . 

I do not remember now whether he had yet passed his final exams end was • 
already serving as ReferencLar.

There were several large apartment 
buildings on the opposite side. In between the buildings I noticed a fir 
forest. I assumed that the building was located at the edge of the Dresdener 
Heide, in the part of town known as the Waldschl.oesselien*«¥iartel. after 
leaving the building I found ay assumption confirmed.

West morning I was served breakfast end was led into a larger room 



which 



was evidently the office o;. the Chief. I arrived at this conclusion because, 
whan entering or when being called in other men always stood at attention. 

The man was one of the two who had. met me at the monument and driven with me 
to Dresden. I did not see the other man again, at least not as far as I can 
remember. This man told me he was glad I had come. GLSM5HS hod already 
told me about me, but he was also well informed shout me from his records. 

Be then fingered the pages of a file in front of him, and proposed that I 
should write my life history and describe in detail what 1 did in the Party, 
the SS and the SD. Be gave me paper and pen and led. me back to the room 
where I had spent the night. Ee added that I should take my time, bat write 
dawn everything in detail. I did this beceu.se I could hardly refuse it. 
However, I kept my 
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notes ob brief as possible end used only catchwords . Contrary to ;ry habit, 1 
wrote in printed, letters. I recorded only the basic facts and wrote as lit to 
as generally as possible about my real work, especially in the Hsivotaat VI. 
After about one hour the man entered the room, and we returned to his offie-i.. 
He started to read my notes half aloud, smiled and said I had not vrtidrbten 
very Touch and that many things vere missing, but all this was in the file 
which he pointed out to me. He said he was satisfied, but I had forgotten 
to sign it. I then added my signature in his presence. In the course of 
conversation he inquired about my health, my work -and also about CIEMEE'S and 
how 7 he was getting along. He then inquired if I had any special wish; I had. 
not yet seen Dresden and if I wished and vns interested he would be- gla d' to 
show me the town. He repeatedly thanked me for my corning. He then ordered 
the ear. On the street I observed that my assumption of being in the 
Waldschloesschen-Viertel was correct and remarked with a smile that wo might 
as well drive to Hadeberg because we were quite close to the Staatsstrasee. 

I only wanted him to confirm what I had already established. 



We were then driven the 15 Kilometers to Eadeberg and crossed ’that town. 
tfy companion - he >ras the asms man to whom I bed talked -merely closed the 
curtains on the ear windows while crossing the town to prevent my being seen . 
We returned the same way to Dresden and after briefly crossing the city drove 
to the Autobahn in the direction of Berlin, which we reached around 17 hours. 
X left the car at the Treptower Park and took the Stadtbahn to Taspalhof. I 
returned by plane the same evening, iiavlng booked passage beforehand. 
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I did nab see Mrs. CIEME3JS again on this day. I made no visits of any kin 01 
Dresden or Radeberg, nor did I meet anybody. While driving back through 
Radeberg I hoped tacitly that I would see somebody I knew. But thi3 did no'-. 
happen. I also did not again see the other man whcsn I had met on the previa 
day at the Monument. 

There was truly very little conversation on the long several, hours retv.: 
to Berlin. It was only a casual conversation, with remarks for example vner. 
another car came along or passed us, as happens in auto trips of several how.: 
length. Naturally, Mrs. CLEMENS had given greetings for her husband on the 
previous evening end my escort also charged me with such greetings; and 
naturally at the brief farewell in Trepfcow he also said that I would hear 
from CLEMENS again. 

If I am asked whether I signed a secrecy agreement or contract art thi;: 
meeting I can only say that it is my present recollection that I did not, 
however unlikely this may sound. If I knew, I would say so. I remember 
the curriculum vitae, end that I was obliged to sign it, as I stated above 
am incline d to presume that this signature of mine was possibly sufficient- 
the man. Along with it was the text written by me, and the Russian in vSio.' -ct 
presence I signed was probably a senior type who gave the orders and was 
apparently respected. In any case, it was clear to me that I was under 
control. 

I can now hardly give a useful personal description of the tw o men w.v 
met me in Treptov. 
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I saw one of them in Treptov only fleetingly and in the darkened cor on the 
drive to Dresden. The other one- with whom I apoke on the next day, might b$ 
described as follows: 

Age about or somewhat older. 

3 lightly above medium height. 

Plump, somewhat short, figure. 

Round but somewhat large and gross face. 

He spoke good German, although with a detectible accent. All the men. 1 saw 
wore civilian clothes. After this time, I never again caw this man, whom 1 
have described as well as I can remember. He was definitely not "ALFRED" cr 
"ALFRED'S companion," whom I saw on the many later courier trips. 

Shortly after this CLEMENS came to me and asked how everything had gone. 
I no longer reaenber exactly when that was, but it may have been on the nearfe 
day or one or two days thereafter. It is also possible that he called me by 
phone before he came. 

If I em asked approximately when all of this happened, I must say that 
I can give only the following exact indications: When I flew to Berlin, 

CLEMENS was no longer living in Lendriogsen. I mean ’that he must already hav- 
been living in Dueoseldorf . I know only that it was an Autumn day or early 
in the Winter, for as I recall it was already almost dark at the time of 
meeting, which was 1700. I ought to add that CLEMENS ordered and paid for 
the air ticket. 

If you ask mo further how it could be that CLEMENS wrote to zae as "ERIj.-; 
from the PW camp near Rome, I ear. only say that I do not understand it myself 
CLEMENS must simply have made a mistake about the given name; X can think cf 
other explanation. 
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It. Is definitely true, however, that at the time when CLEMENS wrote from 
POW canrp there was no mention of any kina of connection with the Suasions:

CLEMENS came to me several months after my first meeting with the 
Russians in Dresden (possibly simmer 1951) and said, "The Russians want to 
see you again. " He was supposed to come to Berlin with me, hut did not ha.ro 
time. 

Be specified a particular day, place and time for the proposed meeting j 
he gave no details concerning the reason for the trip. Ee gave me a letter 
for his wife, who was to meet ms at the railroad station Warscheuer Brueeke 
in East Berlin. CLEMENS instructed me that if his wife was not waiting for 
me at the railroad station, I was to come bach again without making the 
meeting sdth the Russians. I had the impression that his wife was making ell 
farther arrangements for the meeting with the Russians and he, therefore, 
gave mo no further explanation. 

The meeting was set up on such short notice that I had no chance to 
notify my relatives in Radeberg of my arrival in Berlin. 

On the day set, I flew from Dueaseldorf to Berlin. CLEMENS ruade the 
hooking and paid the fare. I met Mrs. CLEMENS at the harrier in the subway 
station Warschsuer Brueeke at the appointed time (as 1 recall about 2030 Ijcvlv 
She was already waiting. X went 'With her to a passage under the tracks where 
two Russian msn were- waiting in a car. These were not the aess two Russian.:--

who had brought me to Dresden for the first meeting. After a brief greet J;ar. 
the two Russians took me in a black Mercedes together with lira. CLEi22\>S to s 
residential district and stopped at a barbed- wire barrier. 
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There the soldiers standing in uniforn let us in after an exchange of vordo 
with the driver. We stopped in front of a small house, like a villa, and 
got out. 

I had given Mrs. CLEMENS her husband's letter during the drive. We sot 
three together in the back seat of the ear, and I tailed only with Mrs. Ci.iS-:- 
The two Russians, Mrs. CLEMENS and I entered a room on the ground floor 
of the house. There ware initial greetings. Mrs. CLEMENS talked with the 
two Russians, and named one of them 

"ALFRED" 

I do not know the name of the other Russian. I had the impression that Mrs. 
CLEMENS was rather well acquainted with ALFRED. 

A supper table was laid In the room at which we sot. ALFRED asked ancrai 
the "fat man" . v (This is what he called CLEMENS), asking about his health, he 
he was getting on, when I had last seen him, and when he would see me again. 
Mrs. CLEMENS took part in the conversation in a similar manner. We ate acme- 
thing and drank vine with our food. 

I was told that my family was making out all right, hut beyond this . vre 
talked only of such trivial things as the wine, the caviar which was on the 
table, and articles in the newspaper. At my request, Mrs. CLEMENS made tec 
in the kitchen. 

During the conversation ALFRED asked how much time I had and when I lied 
to go hack. I explained that I had to break off now in order to get a place 
to sleep. After this point Mrs. CLEMENS cut in and asked whether I could not 
simply stay here so that I could go with her on a shopping trip in West Berii" 
the next day. She suggested that I spend the night here and ALFRED joined in.

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On the second floor there was a room, ALFRED said, where I could sleep. It sis, 
developed from the conversation that Mrs, CLEMENS would stay in the house to >. 

I accepted this invitation, sine© I shared the opinion that it would probably 
not be possible to get a hotel room. We stayed together for a little uhila, 
and then Mrs. CLEMENS suggested going to bad, since we could then get up early, 
I got a room with a double bed. 

I might mention that I learned, from Mrs. CLEMENS in the course of the 
conversation that she had cease to Berlin from Bresden in a car. ‘Phare was also 
talk, indicating that she would drive bach on the najefc dsy. I do not know 
whether ALFRED or the other Russian escorted her. 

Around noon I parted from Mrs. CU24ESS, and in the afternoon flew back 
to Buesseldorf. 

In response to your question, I state that the Russians, ©specially 
ALFRED ^ called me 

’SUCH" 

when converging. Mrs. CLEMENS also used this cover, name to me. I should ado. 
that CLEMENS had mentioned the name "ERICH fl as cover nans before my deparfr’.rf. 
CLEMENS spoke to me as follows: "You ore now 'ERICH' I understood, from 

this exc Okiis®}: that thii was my new cover name. 
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It is a fact that at this meeting with ALFRED and hi3 companion I had no dim 
cue a ion of an intelligence nature. I have the opinion that the Russians vui. 
to remind me again of themselves to show that they had not forgotten me and 
wanted to stay in contact. It is also possible that the pirpoee of ay tri;.? 
was to deliver the letter to Mrs. CLS82NS, especially eince GlSfiS told. 
that he could, go himself. He had been scheduled, a a I have already remarked, 
to coma himself. 

I received no money from AU!REB or from anybody else except CHLEMENS, 
who paid for the air ticket . I was given no intelligence support material, 
carbon paper, etc. 

On the same evening or the next day CLEMENS called ms and inforsned 
about the events of the trip. It was several days later, I believe, that- he 
turned up in person and heard my report. I gave CLEMENS no written notes 
about the matter. I told CLEMENS about his family, insofar as I tnd heard 
frcjl Ms wife, and delivered greetings from ALFRED and his wife. 

MEETING WITH ALFRED 

Months went by before CLEMENS again told me by telephone 'that he and 7 L.- 
to go Berlin for a meeting with ALFRED . As I recall, this must have- been. :ui 
the fall of 1951 or 1952. CLEMENS came on several visits to Tjendringsen 
between the meeting reported above and this telephone message. 
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His visits were purely privets in nature. Ee Waited not only myself but 
the POEL family where he was known ar "Uncle Eeinzc" On the occasion, of the.< 
meetings, we never discussed the trips to Berlin. 

in 

CU5MENS now specified a day and a time where we were to meet / Duesscldc 
for a flight to Berlin. 1 drove to Dueaseldorf at the appointed time in the 
car belonging to my firm, An I recall, we flew to Berlin around noon and 
ALFHEB on the seme day about 2000 in front of a movie in the Schlesisehe Sbrsa 
in West Berlin, near the subway station Schlesisches Tor . 

Since we, were somewhat early for the meeting with AUBED, ws drank a 
coffee in. a small primitive cafe. About 2000 we net ALFRED end bin companion 
near the movie. We all walked together across the Spree-Bruecke to the car 
which was parked as usual at the underpass near the Warsehsmar Bruecke . 

We drove to the same residential, district that X previously described, 
and to the sane house. I believe that this was in the Russian heedguarfcers in 
Karlshorst . The car, another Mercedes, was driven by a chauffeur. ALFRED 
took CLEMENS and me into the same room where I had been before, and where Mrs . 
CLEMENS was waiting. I do not think that CLEMENS h«d. known beforehand that 
hie wife would be present. We were again given food and again our conversa- 
tion vaa trivial. Mrs. CLEMENS reported about her family and generally about 
Dresden. -Shp mentioned nothing of our meeting in Dresden and Berlin. I no 
longer remember whether she told me anything about my family, or whether 
I asked. 
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14 Is <suite possible. In the course of the conversation one of the two 
Russians brought a dictating machine into the room. I b elie ve that the 
suggestion for this came from CLEMENS. I imagine he said (to use CLEMENS' 
language): "We've had enough to eat; now we've got to work". CLEMENS said 
to me and to my (sic) wife in the same breath, "You can both go to bed, but 
I 've got to work now" . 

I had made no previous plans about shelter, leaving the whole thing to 
CL E MEN S and because of the lateness of the meeting time* had expected to sis 
again in the Russians' house. This remark of CLEMENS left me in no further 
doubt. 

Mrs. CIEMSNS and I vent to bed. I do not know what ALEBEO and CIEMEftfri 
still had to discuss. He told me nothing about it on the next day. It was 
quite late, perhaps in the early hours of morning, that CIEMENS came to ray 
room and lay down in the other bed. 

Next morning, the Russians took Mrs. CLEMENS, her husband and me back be 
•&e Warschaner Bruechs. The three of us rode to the Uhland Strasse Station 
for Mrs. CLEMENS again intended to do seme shopping in West Berlin. CLEMENS 
and I went with her. As I recall, Mrs. CLEMENS again was brought by car froar 
Dresden, to Berlin. The CLEMENS couple never discussed Intelligence matters 
in my presence. I also never mentioned this subject. While Mrs. CLEMENS 
returned to the East Sector of Berlin by subway, we flew to Duesseldorf in 
the afternoon. I drove with the ear to Lsndringeen, and CIEMESNS stayed in 
.Duesseldorf . We did not speak about the meeting with ‘the Russians during 
our trip. 
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In my opinion, this trip, like the other one, ■was designed to keep the cont;.e 
alive. It was never revealed or even hinted to me in any of the conversation 
Just what tasks in the nature of intelligence activity I vas to he entrusted 
with. 

On this trip, as on the previous one, there was never a conversation 
between ALFRED and me with Just the two of us along together. I signed no 
secrecy agreement or contract, and I received no assignments ouch as 
atimmungsberichte, personality assessment or spotting reports from ALFRED or 
from his companion. 

The expenses of this trip were paid by CLEMENS, who also bought the 
air tickets.

FOURTH MSETInO- WITH ALFRED (First courier trip) 

x shall now rejbort- concerning my first actual courier trip. It is not 
possible for me to tell the season of year of this trip. There were, however 
several months, perhaps even a much longer time, between the last meeting wit 
AIRBED together with the CLEMENS couple and the meeting discussed below. 

As usual CLEMENS called me one day and said, "You have to go to Berlir 
again. I cannot leave.” I said I was ready and named a day that was all righ 
with me. Several days later CLEMENS came end gave me a sealed letter, BIN-A-. 
Format, aid said that this letter was to be handed to ALFRED in Berlin. The 
movie house in the Schlesische Strasse which I already knew was established a> 
a meeting place. According to CLEMENS, he had notified ALFBED of my arrive.! 
and had said in the letter that he himself could not coiaa to the meeting. 

CISMENS had booted the flight and paid for the tieket. On the appointee 
day I flew to Berlin from Duesseldorf and met ALFRED at the appointed place . 
It was about 2000 hours. This time ALFRED had a different companion with him 
whom I had not previously met end never saw again.. ALFRED knew from CLEMENS 
that I was short of time and everything had to go quickly. CUJMSNS had toll r 
that he had told ALFRED this. 
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I handed ALFRED the letter, -which was somewhat lumpy because it conteor 
what seemed to be a fat, box-shaped object. 

ALFRED asked about the state of health of "the fat man" (CLEMENS) and. 
asked the usual questions, for example, whether my health was good, etc. 
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ALFRED told me that about 22 hours I should be at the subway station " Balle ec j 
Tor", near the square of the same name, near Friedrich Strasse. We parted an 
I took the subway to the station Eallesches Tor. There I got out and went :Ln 
a bar and had supper in order to bridge the time until 2200. 

At the appointed time, I met ALTSED'e companion at the Eallesches Tor. 

There I got out end went into a bar and had supper in order to bridge the tine 
until 2200. 

At the appointed time, I met ALFRED'S companion at the Eallesches Tor, as 
he geve me a letter for CLEMENS. I am not able to give a physical descriptioi 
of this man. In my opinion he was also a Russian, about 180 cm. tall, who 
spoke very good German. Eis manners were less foreign than ALFRED'S. 

I spent the night at the hotel Tusculum. I had reserved a room after 
getting to Berlin. The next morning I flew back to Duesseldorf. 

As usual, CLEMENS informed himself about ray flight by telephone and eesie 
by several days later in person. I gave him the letter. He asked whether 
ALFRED had been there and inquired about other details of the trip. He g eye z 
no indication of the content of the 2 letters, and I did not ask about them. 

After this first courier trip, the railroad trip that. I haw already 
described occurred. X must correct those statements which indicated that my 
acquaintance with ALFRED took place on the interzonal train. It happened 
earlier. I refer specifically to my allegations recorded on pages J 6 and 66 
Part II of my interrogation, and to the reasons given there why I did not tell 
the whole truth and what immediately followed. 

The events of this trip, previously designated as first courier trip, 
and the following courier trips to kilometer stone 10? occurred as I hare 
reported them. 
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If you ask me whether CLEMENS ever said that he had received instructions fro; 
the Russians to approach a western intelligence service in order to work for 
the Russians in that service, I can only say CLEMENS did not tell me eo. W.hei 
he went to Bonn he gave as a reason to me and also to the POHL couple t hat 
he could not stay forever in Lendrlng6en, a di.amol dump, as he called it. Ee 
said also that he couldn't continue forever to depend financially on me and 
the POHL couple. He had to find another Job. He said that a great deal was 
now going on in Bonn and that he would find old comrades and old friends 
there. This seemed plausible to me, for CLEMENS is by his nature a man who 
must have the bustle of a large city around him. Subjectively, I was also 
happy that CLEMENS had made the decision to stand again on his own feet. 

What CLEMENS later told me during hie visits indicated that he again had 
contact with comrades and acquaintances (FELFE and other people whose names 
I did not know) and that he was again able to do inte llig ence work. I remembe: 
also that he told me that it was not easy for a former SS member to make a 
comeback. Ee did tell me once later, about two years ago, that he was to be 
taken back into government service. This situation was still unsettled, at the 
time. 

Obviously it was clear to me that CLEMENS was doing intelligence work for 
both aides, that is, for the Russians on the one hand, with whom he had been 
in contact since 1950, and for the Western service on the other hand, as an 
employee of which he had always represented himself to me. 
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Since I had been brought in contact with the Soviet intelligence service 
by CLEMENS and was conducting intelligence activity, namely, courier work und 
compulsion, it was obvious to me that my activity vas to the benefit of the 
Soviet intelligence service. 

I do not know what position CLEMENS had with the Gehlen Organization or 
later vith the BND, nor how deeply he had penetrated the END in order to coil? 
information and betray this to the RIS. 3ut I do recall a statement of CLEMEI 
in which lie said, "They (meaning the Russians) always want to know a lot, but 
they do not get much; I cannot endanger our people". I understood the 
expression "our people" to be meant in a personal as well as professional way. 

I state in answer to a question that I have made record of all meetings 
with members of the Soviet intelligence service and of the courier trips that 
I made. No other connections existed with this intelligence service. In the 
Western intelligence service I was acquainted only with CLEMENS end PELFS. 

As I already said, I knew that the latter also had a contact with the RIS. I 
can give no information about the nature and circumstances of his connections. 
Except for CIEMENS and FELFE I can name no persons who worked for the Eastern 
or Western intelligence services. 

CLEMENS knows the following acquaintances and relatives of mine living 

in West Germany. 

The POHL family in lendringsen - 
WEISSER, Kaete nee UNGEMACH in Menden 
Mr. HOtIDEK in Tut zing/ Starnberger See 
Mr. KOSCHE in Schoradorf 
Mr. TRAUPE in Bredsn/Leine 

Mr. EILLEBRAND in Bad Hcmburg/Frankfurt/M, Frantzius Strasse 
NITSCHE, Claus in Unna 
TIEBEL, Ekard in Braunschweig 
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TTEBEL, Siegfried, in Duesseldorf 

Of members of my family living in the Soviet zone, he knows my entire family 
and my friend, 

Mr. LUDWIG in Radeberg. 

Of thc-se I knew that he approached only LUDWIG and TRAUPE to work for him. I 
have already reported, concerning this. 

I know nothing about other people who may have been involved with CLEMSK' 
in intelligence work.

I shall now add. the following to the record concerning my statements boot 
political activities before 1S&5 ? 

About 1937 I was appointed Stadtverordueter, then called "Rat she rr. " .-it 
the beginning of the war I was given responsibility for the work of a Beige ore' 
neter (Stadrat). In practical terms I had the job of acting Mayor. On paper 
I held these offices until the end of the war. 

Question : Have you ever discussed your divorce with the Russians? 

Answer : Ho. Neither I nor the Russians ever mentioned ‘this subject. 

I had no occasion, because I considered my divorce a truly private matter. 

I was once ashed by ALFRED about the liaison between CLEMENS and Mrs. FOB'i 
As I recall, I mentioned in passing that he wanted to marry Mrs. KOHZ. The 
Russians answered (I recall ALFRED'S exact words) "That won't do”. ( Das gehf 
nicht ) . They said substantially concerning this that I should try to persuade 
CLEMENS that he should not write such vulgar letters to his wife. 

I told CLEMENS about this. 
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Question: When did you discuss with ALFRED or any otter member of the R 

your mother's moving from Radeberg to West Germany? 

An ever : When CLEMENS spoke with me about the courier trips he indicated 

that my willingness to cooperate might have certain advantages for mry relatives 
living in Radeberg; he said I ought to think of my family. Concerning the 
reasons for my agreement, I shall have more to eay later. 

After my father's death, I always wanted to bring my mother to live with 
me in West Germany. She wan to take care of ay son and is©; we wanted to set 
up a common household. 

I personally undertook the first proposal for the move. It was to be 
indicated that she would move to Duesaaldorf and ay brother Siegfried.. I 
undertook to guarantee that the journey to Dueseeldorf would involve no hard- - 
ship which might have been caused by the appearance of ny name in the official 
request. 

It is possible that eb same meeting with ALFRED I told him that a reque.Jb 
had been made for my mother's move to West Germany. I might also mention that 
this request had also been put in for my asunt, Rosa HOEL EBLD . 

ALFRED took note of this but said nothing more about it. Approval of the 
request took almost a year. I do not know whether ALFRED exerted influence on 
it. I remember that later, after my mother's end aunt's move in 1958, he 
spontaneously mentioned it to me and said, "Grandma will be there now too 
and I (sic) can be happy". When I associate this statement with the move in 
my mind now, I presume that the Russians very possibly had something to do with 
ic 0 
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Question: What do you know about meetings with ALFRED in Vienna and in 

other cities in Austria? Did you notice any? 

Answer : I noticed no meeting with ALFRED or with other members of the 

Soviet Intelligence Service in Vienna or in other foreign cities. I was neve 
invited. 

I do know something about a meeting between CLEMENS and ALFRED in Vienne 
It must have been this summer, 1961 , that CLEMENS told me during a Sunday 
visit together with Mrs. KQTJZ at the POHL house in lendringsen that he had 
been in Vienna and met ALFRED there. Of course, he did not tell me the whole 
story of the meeting, but said that: 

A. Shortly thereafter several letters would cone from his wife, which 
I should not open but send on immediately to his poet box in 
Cologne. He gave me no details; 

B. If X day should come (Russian Occupation of West Germany) I should 
stay in Lendringsen. The Russians had said they would easily 

find me there. He would be evacuated along with his- Western service. 

CLE M E N S gave me no further details about Ms meeting. 

I also remember that a long time ago he once told me about a meeting in 
Vienna with ALFRED, where he was brought frees Salzburg in a car, and then 
back to Salzburg. I can make no further statements about this meeting. 

CLEMENS told me once that he had discussed, with the Russians the possibil- 
ity of meetings in Amsterdam. 
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Allegedly Mo Western service no longer permitted trips to Berlin. Neverthhlc 
I later got post cards from Berlin ond when I asked him, CIEMENS said that tht 
alleged hen had been lifted. 

I do not know whether meetings with ALFRED actually occurred in /jnster&ar 
or in any other foreign cities except Vienna. 

Question : What is the meaning of the telephone number 91 To 92 in your 

notebook? 

Answer : TMs is the telephone number of a pension in 

Berlin — Charlottenburg 
Niebuhr Strasse 1 

I got the numb er from another pension where I asked about a room. I have also 
slept at the Pension listed above when I was on courier trips. 

In response to your question, I declare once again that I never received 
telephone number for ALFRED or any other BIS member, nor did I ever receive 
support material such as carbon paper, cameras, etc. 

I repeat again that my instructions always were to return immediately 
f rcm any meeting at which ALFRED did hot appear. 

' X • sho uld now Ufo* to explain the reason why I vent to Dresden , and later 
to Berlin, there had contact with the Russians, talked with them, and agreed 
to undertake courier trips on behalf of the Soviet Intelligence Service. 
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I have explained in toy previous statements how exposed my position w?.s .i 
the little town of Radeberg. After the war's end, I knew how the Russian 
occupation forces had dealt with my property and how they had handled my 
relatives because of my Nazi history. I should mention here that all of my 
property vaa confiscated and taken away, tty apartment with all of its content 
was condemned aa forfeited by Nazism and my f ami ly was moved to another build - 
ing. And my mother had to take in refugees in her apartment. My wife had to 
do the most menial, work with no privacy, and my father- in- law was arrested 
after his release from FW camp and his newspaper publishing business put under- 
Government control. His brother, co-owner , of the firm, was also arrested 
and died in the prison at Bautzen. My brother Martin lost his Job with the 
city administration at Radeberg, and a custodian was appointed in the repair 
shop of my father who took away all the machines and tools after a few weeks. 
% father died from the grief of this incident . All of these circumstances 
caused me to conclude that I would be persecuted and arrested also if I ever 
let myself be seen in Radeberg. 

Here in West Germany, where I settled after the war I worked initially 
with foot -to- shovel Just to have a Job. As I said at the beginning of my 
interrogation, the POHL family took me into their house. In the course of 
the years I helped to rebuild the broken-down facilities of the POHL firm. 

In the years 19^9 and 1950 the worst was over as far as the firm was concerned. 
I .earned enough so that I could support my brother Siegfried who was studying 
in Bonn. 
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'I was also able to help my relatives in Radeberg with packages. J 

/ 

/ 

1 was able to escape the de-Nazifi cation proceedings which were going on 
at that time. I was on the da-Nazification list but was never summoned to a 
hearing. Naturally, I did not register voluntarily. 

When CLEMENS came back from hie trip to Dresden and r.oM me that, tba 
Russians had also mentioned my name and had said they wished to speak to me, J 
was frightened. It occurred to me that the Russians at any time could take 
reprisals against my family in Radeberg and could destroy the position that X 
had built up at the POEL fira by starting rumors in the City Government of 
Menclan. In order to avoid this danger I decided to make the trip to Dresden 
and to underbake the later cooperation with the Soviet Intelligence Service. 
After this trip I was under control and could never withdraw. Later when I 
realized that CLEMENS end H5UE were active for the RIS, there was obviously | 
no possible withdrawal. I realize that it was possible that the Russians eoulc j 
burn me if I ever faltered, end the same is true with either CLEMENS or FELFE. j 
On the other hand, I would have had to betray CLEMENS or FELFE if I had turned 
myself in here. 

I should like to point out that I was never paid for my intelligence work 
but only got my travel eapnses from CLEMENS. It was not. for financial advaatr.g 
that I agreed to cooperate. 
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After my arrest I made untrue statements on several points during my interro- 
gations. In the course of later interrogations, however, I have realized tha\ 
I can no longer burden my conscience with incomplete statements and, therefore 
I have described my intelligence aetivitity accurately and have told exactly 
what happened. My statements correspond to the truth and I am aware that I 
am culpable. I regret my position. 

I request consideration of the question whether further execution of the 
warrant is necessary. I do not intend to escape punishment by flight. I 
know that I have earned punishment and will accept it, because only then will 
my conscience be clear. I also would have no idea where I could escape to. 
Flight to the East Zone would certainly lead to destruction. My marriage is 
so disrupted that I could not return to my wife. Also I have my mother and 
my son living here. My son will matriculate in Menden in the spring of 19^1, 
(sic) and needs my help at just this point. In addition, my brother Siegfried 
lives in Duesseldorf, an pberregierungnrat in the Ministry of Culture, and he, 
if it is necessary would fend for me. 

Since CLEMEKS and FELFE are the only persons in West Germany who knew of 
my intelligence activity there is no danger of concealment of information.

end made the following statements in continuation of his interrogation. 
The following are answers to questions put to me: 

PERSONAL FINANCES: 



Before the War I had a lav praetiee in Bedeberg, as I have already stated, 
under interrogation, from which I supported my family and myself. About 1937 
I leased an apartment house in the Schiller Strasse in Radeberg. Half of this 
belonged to my brother Siegfried, who at that time was a soldier. After 19^5 
the property was placed in the hands of a custodian. Neither I nor ay brothers 
have received, even until now, any funds from this source, since the funds are 
placed in a so-called blocked account. 

After 19^5 I received a weekly salary for my work vith the POHL firm, 
where I was a construction laborer. In the course of time the firm expanded 
and I took over the management and general, control on behalf of the POEL 
couple. Since 19^8 I have been an employee of the POHL firm and at the last 
was earning DM 1100 gross salary. It should be noted here that I was enjoying 
rent-free shelter at the expense of the POHL family. This agreement had 
existed from the beginning. She arrangement for rent-free shelter has extended 
to my eon Wolfgang who has lived vith me since 1951 » la addition I have earned 
commissions in recent years amounting to from 2000 to 3000 EM pez’ year. And 
working on the side I have earned between 200 and 0OO EM, acting as advisor 
to the Frankfurt Concrete Products Factory Hildebrand, and working on plans 
for TRAJJPE in Vredon. 

SSCTOST/RIBAii? 




I lived very frugally in previous years and accumulated savings, because 
I had. to think of my age and of eventual unemployability. Life insurance 
arrangements that I had previously made to take care of my old age are in ‘the 
Soviet Occupied Zone of Germany and therefore are no good to me. It was in 
19^7 before I could contemplate pension insurance. A a I calculated it, my 
deductions for pension in the year 1958 for the contingency of unemployability 
was something over 100 DM. This amount "would increase to about 200 DM by 
1968 . These facts made it clear to me that I would have to secure ray old age 
and the .future of my son through my ova savings plan* For this reason, I 
acquired in the course of time stocks (about 20 certificates) and bonds to a 
total value of about 14,000 DM. 

I arranged a loan to the firm of. P0HL and Son, Inc. of 12,500 DM with the; 
Volksbank Manden, using these guilt-edged certificates as collateral, because 
this firm urgently needed capital because of severe losses in recent years* 

In , 1953 I acquired a piece of real estate at Bieberberg Strasse 42 in 
Lendringsen, at a bankruptcy auction. I was notified of this auction at the 
time by the attorney Dr. Schulte-Hillen in Menden. He undertook the auction 
for a third party end told, me that no bidder would appear, asking whether I 
would not like to own the property, and saying that very little cash would be 
needed. The property in. question is an apartment house with fire tenants which 
had been too heavily borrowed on by the previous owner. I did in fact acquire 
the property with the cooperation of Dr. Schulte -Eillen . It took about 3500 DM 
which I paid several weeks later at the settlement from my savings. Finally, 

I cams to an agreement irith the previous owners and liquidated, their back taxes, 
interest, etc., during the next days in small amounts. 
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There remained, to be assumed, including debt settlements, approximately 17,00c 
DM, paper value. The intrinsic value of the property is fixed at 20,000 DM. 

I received monthly rents of about 120 DM when there are no special maintenance 
costs. Sometime after this transaction, I registered a claim to this propert;. 
on behalf of my- mother, because I wanted to be sure that she would be cared 
for in any contingency. 

In 1959 I put a property and lend mortgage on this property with the 
Genosaenschaftsbank Lendringoen in the value of 25,000 DM and put this also 
at the disposal of the firm of POEL & SON, because the funds in the business 
was not sufficient. In the meantime, the firm had reduced its indebtedness 
at the above-mentioned bank by about 12,000 DM. 

Severe! years later (195^-56) our chauffeur pointed out to me that a vacs 
lot on the Mendener Strasse in Lendringaen was up for sale. It belonged to a 
distant relative of the chauffeur. This chauffeur offered the property for 
s ale to me because he needed money with which to build. I bought the property 
and paid for it in several installments. The price was about 3000 EM. I 
didn't discover that the property was not suitable for building until after 
the sale. The property was about 900 square meters in area. It lies on the 
Federal Highway and is not permitted to have an exit on the street. It will 
be possible to build on it only msny years in the future, when the land to the 
rear is zoned for building. At the time I wanted to cancel the contract, but 
gave up the idea because the seller was unable to pay back the money. 

About 1957 I was offered a piece of property in Menden on e tract for 
which the city had just composed a biiilding plan and had rescued. 
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5Phe offer interested me because I had been looking for a piece of laud ou 
vhich I might build a house of my own. It had not been possible with the 
property in Lendringaen because of the reasons given. This new piece of land; 
about 1000 square meters in area^ in Menden cost; as I recall just 5000 DM. 
Sometime later I bought a piece of land adjoining. It is about the 3 ame size; 
but Ilea under the crest of the slope on a wet meadow. I only bought it in 
order to keep the view free for the building I intended to put on the? upper 
tract. This additional piece of land cost 2000 DM. 

As far as the property in Oberaudorf; Landkreis Rosenheim is concerned, I 
happened on it more or less by accident. FBLFE called me one day end told me 
he had bought a lot in Oberaudorf. He asked whether I could not ccaae to see him 
because he could use my advice. I was astonished at this nets from JELFE and 
asked him what on earth he intended having a house in Oberaudorf vzhen Ms job 
was in Munich. FELFB told me that the lot was vezy cheap and that it was a 
unique opportunity. More in jest than in earnest, I asked whether there was 
another for sale there, and FELFE said there probably was if I could make up my 
mind in a hurry. Be said he would Immediately discuss it with the real estate 
agent through whom he had made his purchase. Although* as I said, I had not 
taken the matter at all seriously, I got a letter shortly thereafter from a real 
estate agent in Oberaudorf. He offered me the parcel of land lying beside that 
which FELFE had just bought. I cannot at the moment recall the name of the real 
estate agent. He is supposed to have died in the meantime. After an exchange 
of correspondence in which the agent and FELFE described the property and its 
surroundings in greater detail.. I decided to "buy. 
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The dfiteminlng factor in my decision ms the assurance of the agent that t hi s 
was a unique end f&vorehle opportunity to buy a piece of land that had Just 
been rezoned. The size of the tract is about 1500 cubic meters. This is the 
smallest area that is permitted by the building regulations in that area. The 
agent arrange the sale of the land. The sale was recorded with the Notary 
Public Dr. Sitzmann in Rosenheim. I was personally not present. If I recall 
correctly, I, as the buyer, was represented either by the agent or by an office 
employee of the Notary, as is customary. In any event, I did not see the 
prope rty until a long time after the sale. The price was about 15,000 DM. ,A 
piece of right of way for a road had to be acquired at the same time, which 
vas of the same width as the proparty but eventually must be given bach at no 
cost to the c omm u n ity. I paid the price in several installments, the last 
immediately after the settlement, which did not occur until a long time later 
and which I did not attend. The property is mortgaged for 7,000 DM, and the 
mortgage is held by the Westenroth Building and Loan Co. (Bsnsparkaese) „ I 
held a building loan of more 12,000 EM. When the loan matured I repaid it 
with the 4,800 IK mortage on the rental property in Lendringsen plus 7,000 DM 
used for the purchase in Cfberaudorf . I had acquired a portion of the wherewith- 
ell for Oberaudorf in the form of a loan from the Genoa 3 ensehaftsbant 
Lendringsen. In order to beep up my purchases of real estate and also the elor 
purchase of securities, I also got a personal loan of 35 OO DM from the 
Geaossenschaftsbanb Lendringsen. Of this there is still about a thousand 
3®4 unpaid. 

But especially I had available shout l4,000 DM which I had received as a 
gift from Mr. POBL. 
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The following axe the circumstances: 

to. POHL 'a brother-in-law, fomsrly an innkeeper named RQESIKG in 
Blettehberg had sold the hall adjo inin g his inn in Blettenberg to be a movie 
house. On day he came to Lendringsen with the idea of possibly selling hie 
inn and using the money to open a movie house in lendringaen, sin.ce Lendrings 
still had no movie house, although its population was about 9,000. He 
interested to. POHL, his brother-in-law, and the firm of POHL & Son in build- 
ing the cinema house. The difficulty consisted in the fact that Ruesing coui 
not pit up the money for the architectural planning until the building in 
Blettehberg had been sold. At my suggestion, it was arranged that to. Rue o in 
and Mrs. POHL, his sister, would construct the movie house together and that 
the construction would be done by the film of POHL and Son. A corporation 
was established between Ruesing and Mrs. POHL on the basis of a contract 
drawn up by me. The POHL firm put up the construction expenses of about 
100,000 EM on the basic of considerable back credit. X then repeatedly 
requested to. RUESUJG to pay his portion immediately. For a long time he did 
not do so. It was important to ate in this whole enterprise that I should 
know that Mrs. POHL was well cared for. That childless marriage is not 
particularly happy. I pointed out to Mrs. P0EL that by participating in the 
movie venture she might become self-supporting, indicating that this was all 
the more necessary since the marriage was continually threatening to break 
up in divorce. I personalis' - urged toe. POHL over and over never to lose 
personal control of her pert in the movie venture., because one could never 
know what might happen to the firm of POHL & gon . One day Mr. EUESDIG 
arrived and handed me acheck for more than. 1^,000 EM, It ':ras not a round 
sum; I cannot- at the moment give the exact amount. In the presence of hie 
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wife, Mr. POHL then handed me the check and stated that I should use the 
money for my ovn purposes and if I wished, should put it away for the boy, 
that is, for ray son Wolfgang. 
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He remarked that the success of the movie project was the result of my 
effort. Actually, the movie project paid very well during the first years, 
tut in recent years, because of the influence of television, the profits have 
fallen almost to zero. Neverthless, because of my work, Mrs. POHL owns about 1 
half of the building and its accoutrements. The payment of about 14,000 DM 
that I mentioned was the remainder owed by Mr. BUSSING to make hie capital 
investment equal to that of the other partner. I deposited the check in the 
savings account and since then have displayed the account book of the bank 
patronized by POHL & Son to establish credit for the fim. Later on, after 
credit had been largely used tip, I released the book and used the money for 
myself. If I recall correctly, a sizeable portion of the money wan used in 
financing the property in Oberaudorf. 

It occurs to me that about 2 years ago, I got 300 TM in liquidation of o.‘ j .

savings, h^y wife had contributed to our marriage, among other things, 5*000 32 ‘ 
worth of shares in Deutsche Er&oel-A. -G. I had left about 5>0<X> EM in the 
former Bazik der deutschen Arbeit in Dresden, which was a war savings account. 

One day my brother sent me a deposit book from the year 19^ which he had found 
In my files In Radeberg. It occurred to me that this so-called old savings 
account might liave some value herein the West. I, therefore, wrote for informs 
tion to the Bank der deutschen Arbeit in Hamburg. On its own initiative this 
Firm transferred the certificates of value to the Deutsche Bank in Hamburg, and 
after receiving my Power of Attorney, that Bank sent the certificates to the 
Security Inspection Office of the Provincial Court -in Hamburg. Several monthc 
later, I received a court order and some time thereafter a draft of the 
Deutsche Bank for the aura named. 
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I estimate my holdings in savings accounts and banks at the moment at about 
1100 BM. I am not in a position to say "whether or to what degree my eon and 
my mother, "who cannot live on her old-age pension of 90 BM per month, may have 
vititdrawn from this amount. 

In answer to your question, I state that I have made no claim for appli- 
cation for debt compensation. About 1950 X applied for recognition as a 
refugee from the Boat Zone. X made this application on the basis of press 
notices which indicated dead lines, and some time later X received the "C" 
Certificate for refugees. As reason for recognition I specified that until 
the end of the war I had my residence in Radeberg and could not return to the 
'Soviet occupied zone because of my former membership in the SS. At least this i 
the way I remember it. I was informed by a decision of the social welfare 
office in Menden dated 22 May 1951 that the conditions for my recognition as 
a refugee no longer applied. I was required to turn in my Refugee Certificate 
"C" to that office. I contested this and made an official complaint on 
20 June 1951, pointing out that my family residence in Radeberg had been

confiscated by Russian officers and party functionaries, and that it was not 




possible for me to return to the East Zone. I also made record of the fact 
that as a member of the Foreign Intelligence and Counter* Intelligence Sections 
of the RSHA., I would be persecuted by the authorities if I returned to 
Radeberg. I added that I was aware of cases in which members of the RSHA had 
been confined by the Russians and that .additional members of the RSHA were 
being energetically sought through wanted lists. The Russians naturally knew 
that because of their official service, persons of this category possessed 
secrets, and the Russians could expect to obtain valuable political and 
military information from -them. 
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I myself ‘belonged to this category. These statements were supported by an 
affidavit from FELFE, who at that time was working in the refugee camp at 
Uelzen. On the basis of these statements I then received notification that 
my complaint had been recognized and that I could retain ray Refugee Certifies/;

After my transfer from the Dresden Command Post of the SD to RSBA VI in 
Berlin , I was assigned to Referat VI B 3. 

The mission of Amt VI was the conduct of intelligence collection abroad 
for the SD. Referat B 3 concerned itself only with Switzerland. Ifc activity 
consisted solely in briefing myself for a proposed assignment in Switserlacd. 
She objective was my assignment to the Germon-Swiss Chamber of CosEaeree in 
Zurich. I studied all material coming out of Switzerland that was made 
available to me in order to brief myself on the country end on operations. 

Ibis included Swiss newspapers,, which I received. The reports made available 
to me were unclassified. 

It was obvious to me that my proposed assignment in Switzerland would, 
have an intelligence character. I was not specially trained for this work. 

As I have stated in an earlier interrogation, I participated in a operational 
training course at Beruth Castle. This training, however, was very general 
and we were not specifically trained in clandestine operations. 

Question : According to your statements CLEMENS once briefed you. cm the 

Gehlen Organization (BHD). He compared it with the Schelienberg/Caaaris (Sic) 
Office with which you were familiar. Please eomnjent further on that. 
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An Bver; I understood CLEMEHS's explanation to mean that in the course 
of the reconstruction of the Federal Armed Forces the old Cana xi© Office

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would be reconstituted also. In the intelligence training that I mentioned 
earlier, I vas given to understand that the Canarls office had the mission 
of undertaking counterespionage, whereas my ova office (SD Amt VI) had the 
broader mission of conducting espionage against foreign targets. At that 
time, i.e., after 20 July 19^-, the Cenar-is Office and the Schellenberg 
Office were merged. In practical terms the result appeared to be that in 
every section from then on there were as many Army officers as there were 
members of the SD. The section chief of VI B 3# for example, was a First 
Lieutenant in the Army* 

During my work at VX B 3, I had only occasional opportunity to see 



secret material (Geheime Hsicheeaehen.) , or am it was later called. "Secret 
Command Material" (Geheiiaa Kamaandopachen ) ; I viculd guess this occurred at the 
most two or three times. In. eaplsnation I might say here that in Berlin 4' 
had the status of mere "Mobilization Auxiliary Force" j thus, not being a 
full-fledged staff member, I seldom came in contact: with secret material. 




I saw the Gehlen Organization to which CLEMBES belonged in -this frame: 
of reference. I might add that until this time the name of Gehlen vas 
unknown to me, and I first heard the . term "Gehlen Organization" free CT-EMEjMS 
lips. I later learned that FELFE also belonged to this organization. When 
I ran into FELFE after the war he told me that he was employed with the 
Kaiser Ministry and with the British. He told m3 in passing that he had the 
job of writing reports about the "Self Cane - Gablet " (sic) and passing these 
on to the' Kaiser Ministry. I have the impression that ESU3S was also t#orking 



for the British on the side. But I also have the impression that at that 
time FELFE was not settled in Me employment and that his work was in the 
nature of temporary relief. 

S3C'Ri§7;/3 l.O.'iv 
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I later heard from CLEM3KS that FBLFE had been permanently employed, or was 



about to he permanently employed by the Gehlen Organisation and that he vou.ld 
probably do all right there. I did not know to which section of this orgatiis. 
t ion he belonged nor what his job was. CLSMSUS told roe on another occasion 
that he had became a federal employee and that this had been arranged by 
'v’SL'FB-, he expected to become a Regierurgsrat . In. the course of the present 



interrogation I have learned for the first time -chat the Gehlen Organization, 
has been transformed into the Federal Intelligence Service, and now carries 



that name. 

Question ; What value did you attribute to the material given you in 
the secret compartment of the suitcase for transmission to the HIS member 
"AIFBED"? 



Answer : I can only say that I never knew’ what; the secret compartment of 

the suitcase contained. I knew only that there mar. microfilSj which I once 
saw in the secret compartment . VJhst , the film contained was unknown to me j I 
never looted at the film nor disturbed it. I ale-o know nothing about the 
other secret material since during the later meetings I never looted at the 
intelligence material passed to use. I never looked in the secret ccsapartroent < 
I could guess that it was scathing secret. CI3I-SS5S never gave ae any 
explanations about the items in the secret compartment . I never got. material 
from FKLFE for passage to ALFRED. I was also never infonred by CLEM8HS of 
the origin of the material* aor was this even hinted to me. His membership 
In the Gel lien Organization permitted me to guess that he had taken the

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My work in the SD command post in Dresden vaa for Amt III, the Internal 
Intelligence Service (Inlaendisch), in whieh there was nothing secret. I have 
today Just, described my work in Amt VI. It consisted essentially of dealing 
with raw intelligence, and had nothing to do with clandestine activity such 
as evaluation of agent reports or direction of agents. 

My statement in that same earlier interrogation that KLfli had. a key 
job in the BUD must be understood in the following light: 

I knew that FELT® was in the BUD and that he either had just beecsts or 
was about to become a Regierungsrat. I concluded from this that his position 
there was hardly a menial one. (She term "key position" got into the record 
when the interrogator himself was groping for an appropriate word end I 
suggested the term. I do not knew whether IKLFE had a key position in any 
real sense.

In answer to a question I hereby state that a long time ago (as I recall 
later than 56/57) X received a telephone call from a local police official in 
Lendringsen named K 0 ETT 5 R, in which he went into no details over the phone. 

Ee asked me whether I was at hcaae and had time to discuss the matter. Shortly 
thereafter he appeared at my residence with the POHL family. HUETTE& asked 
me whether I had. ever been a State Attorney or Chief State Attorney in 
Breeden. Eis manner was rather mysterious. I could only answer negatively 
since I never was a State Attorney in Dresden. Except for my apprenticeship 
I have never been in government service. There was no indication of any 
suspicion that X had allegedly done spy work. RUETTER did not ask ms about 
connections with Eastern intelligence services. I do not know whether I named 
CIEMEES as a reference in this matter. 

In this connection, I should like to discuss a matter which occurred some 
time later. As I recall, I was telephonicly queried one day by EUETEER 
concerning a certain 

BUJOK. 

RUEETER wanted to know whether this men was employed by the POHL firm, and 
whether X knew him. He asked the seme question about another workman at the 
POHL firm whose name I have forgotten. I told HGKEEES that 1 was unfamiliar 
irlih both names and that I also did not know the persons. 
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I agreed with RUETE2R -that I would look in the pay office to oee whether these 
two people were working for the firm. I intended to report to KUETTER. It 
developed that both people were actually working for the POHL firm. As I 
recall, RUTOK had been working for over a year. I also asked the chief of our 
high construction section, who characterized RINGK as a good, industrious 
mason who was about ready to take his tests to become a master mason. In 
checking the pay section, I abstracted the work papers and determined that 
RINGK was a refugee from the Soviet zone. At that time I had seen neither 
RINGK nor the other man^ whose name I have forgotten^ in the flesh. I saw 
RINGK for the first time when he came for his pay some time later. I reported 
either orally or by telephone to EUETT3E that both people were working for 
the firm. I know nothing about the later developments of this inquiry. 

Some time later a police official in plain elothes came to the office. 

As I recall, RUETTER had called me just before that and told me that an 
official from Amsberg would come to question me about the RINGK case. Short 1: 
thereafter, the official came to the office. I told him what I had already 
told RUETIER, as I have explained above. I can no longer remember whether I 
showed the official from Amsberg the personal documents (tax card, sick card, 
and pay card). It was a very short conversation conducted mainly in the bail!. 

I never heard about this matter again. 

Several, months later, as I heard from the foreman, RINGK took his master 
test and got a job with the City Construction Office 5.n Kanden. As far as I 
know, he works there in the Inspection Section. As fax' e,s I recall RINGK 



lives in Msnden. 
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In aacvar to questions: 

Alter autumn 1956, my actual courier trips did not occur on a regular 
schedule. But rather when CLEMENS specifically asked, me. I should note here 
that CLEMENS always told me that I needed to travel only when he himself did 
not have the tine or when, no other means existed to make contact with ALFRED. 
My private trips to Berlin, which were mostly made by air, were never used to 
transfer material to ALFRED. My private tripB always had purely personal 
purposes and on then I never met ALFRED, 

The first courier trip by rail and the later trips to Berlin on which I 
met ALH85D at Kilometer stone 107 occurred in exactly the way I have described 
them in my interrogation, with the single qualification that I did already 
know the Soviet IS officer ALFRED, as I later admitted. I do not know whether 
the Russians put anything in the secret compartment of the suitcase for C L E M EHS 
When I returned, CLEMENS always took the suitcase from me and never opened the 
secret compartment in my presence or told me anything about the content. 

Question: In every case on your trips were you met in a car by the 

Russians at the border and taken back again afterwards? 

Answer: As I remember I always was. 

Question : Was this also true on your private trip by auto to Be r li n 

when, you had. your son with you? 

Answer: That was at Easter i960. Neither the Russians nor CLEMENS 
knew about it. My eon and I decided to make the trip. on very shore notice. 
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Since I knew that, my son intended to go back to Prance or England during the 
long holidays, I wanted to get at least a few days with him dating th Easter 
holidays. Easter week was especially suitable beeauee good Friday and Easte: 
Saturday are holidays art the plant. Ify son wanted to go to Denmark, but 1 
persuaded him not to, because the distance was too great and because we want c 
to spend Easter itself at home because of my mother. It then occurred to ub 
that we could make a trip to Berlin. My son did not know that city. There 
was also same thought of visiting my nephew Winfried. 

Question: What were your intentions in case the East Zone authorities 

should notice yen and possibly might arrest you? 

Answer: I had noticed on ay courier trips that my identity cart ^ras 
allowed to pass through the controls without special attention. . I eo. :liidsC. 
f rom this that X was not publically on the vented list of the East Zo;. i po3J.f 

Question: Would you have made contact with ALFRED through the police 

you had been arrested? Did you have instructions from ALFRED for such a 
contingency? 

Answer; I would not have mentioned ALFRED'S name end hed no instruct Ic 
on this point. On this trip I trusted to my lack. X cannot soy now whether 
X would have informed the East Zone authorities of ay connections with 

ALFRED if I had been arrested. 

Question : Were you ever introduced by CLEMSSS to other former SS ccsirt 

And did CIEMEMS or IELPE ever mention former SS comrades who ecce now in. 

West Germany? 
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Anavar: CLEMENS did not introduce me to any of Ms comrades with the 

exception of a certain 

Carl SCHDEEZ 0^*1 

According to CLEMENS, this man was either one of his colleagues or a superior 
in the Gehlen Organisation. At that time SCEUETZ lived in Cologne end I viei 
M, one® in his apartment together with CLEMENS. Thao may have teen four or 
five j^ars ago. I was not acquainted with SCHOETZ from the earlier period. 
From the conversations I was able to conclude that SCHUEfZ had eiso oelonged 
to the SS. SS members from the earlier period whom I haew were never introdne

about the former police col^SfkiCIQAUi.I, saying that this man wan also in 

the Gehlen.
